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WASHINGTON (AP) - Unemployment in the United 
States will cost the economy trillions of dollars in output 
and potential tax revenues by the end of this c e n tu ry - 
less joblessness is sharply reduced, according to a new 
study. 
The study, released Sunday by the Exploratory Projecit 
for Economic Alternatives, was highly critical of the 
nation’s recent leaders for allegedly trying to explai h g 
unemployment, rather than taking steps to reduce it. 


“ Our national debate today is focused on the sad ques­ 
tion of how high an unemployment rate we must accept, 
rather than on how low a rate we could achieve were we 
to make it our priority,” said the study. 
The nation s jobless rate was 7 percent in October, vir­ 
tually unchanged from April. The report said that not too 
many years ago a 2 percent rate was considered realistic. 
In an attempt to assess the cost of high unemployment 
the study said the nation could lose $6 trillion in potential 
economic output and $1.3 trillion in federal taxes in the 
next 25 years if the jobless rate averages 5.5 percent, in­ 
stead of a hypothetical 2 percent. 


That has been the average unemployment rate for most 
of the post-war period, the study said. If joblessness were 
to average 6.5 percent, the report added, the cost could be 
$7 trillion in the nation’s potential gross national product 
and $1.5 trillion in taxes. 
The study said that if the United States had succeeded 
in lowering“ unemployment to the levels achieved by most 
European nations in the past 20 years, output wou d have 
increased $3.6 trillion, with an additional $750 billion in 
tax money. 
In a statement released with the study, the project 
directors. Gar Alperovitz and Jeff Faux, said the nation is 
now on a course that will bring lower growth rates 
chronic inflation and unemployment, international 
economic rivalry and shortages. 
“ This prospect threatens not only our living standards 
but our political stability ... whatever has been their 
usefulness in the past, many of our most fundamental 
economic institutions are no longer adequate to meet the 
dangers and opportunities ahead, 
they said. 
The exploratory project is a private, non-profit study 
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group which sponsors said ‘‘was established to help de­ 
termine how we Americans might reorganize our 
economic system around new principles of ^emoerary, 
cooperation, fairness, decentralization and the efficient 
and conserving use of resources. 
In another economic report released Sunday, a 
14 international economists expressed concern about the 
high rate of unemployment throughout the world. 
“ A number of countries have followed policies that 
have had a severely restrictive effect on output growth, 
the economists said, without mentioning any country by 
name 
The economists, representing Japan, Europe, the 
United States and Canada, included Bruce K. MacLaury, 
president of the Brookings Institution, one of the sponsor­ 
ing organizations, and Paul McCracken, former chairman 
of the President’s Council of Economic Advisers during 
the administration of Richard M. Nixon 
.

They expressed concern over an economic slowdown 
throughout most of the industrialized world that started 
in the spring, and noted that the outlook for 1978 was not 
optimistic.” 
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New tank 
unveiled

MOSCOW (A P) - The Soviet 
government marked the 60th an­ 
niversary of the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion today with its biggest Red 
Square military parade in years, in­ 
cluding the first public display of the 
new T-72 tank and two new artillery 
pieces. 
With the temperature at freezing 
point, President Leonid I. Brezhnev 
and other Kremlin leaders reviewed 
the parade from atop the Lenin mau­ 
soleum. There were some 330 tanks, 
guns, missiles and vehicles, double 
the number shown last year, and 
more than 100,000 war veterans and 
workers poured through the ban­ 
nered square in tight columns after 
the military display. 
Workers sang, chanted slogans and 
held aloft posters and banners pledg­ 
ing increased factory production and 
loyalty to the Communist Party. 
Patriotic songs and slogans sounded 
from loudspeakers. 
In a speech to the thousands of 
troops massed in the square, 
Defense Minister Dmitri F. Ustinov 
said the Soviet defense potential is 
“ at such a level as to discourage 
anyone who may risk disturbing our 
peaceful life.” 
It was the first time that tanks and 
other tracked vehicles participated 
in the parade since 1974.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - At least 
10 persons were shot in the French 
Quarter and two other locations near 
downtown today within the period of 
an hour and a suspect was taken into 
custody, police said. There were no 
reports of deaths. But police said 
some of the victims were seriously 
wounded. 
Police would not say whether one 
gunman shot all 10 victims. 
The victims, who included at least 
one woman, were taken to Charity 
Hospital, which then issued an 
urgent plea for blood donations. 
Police said the first reports of gun­ 
fire occurred at midmorning when a 
woman and a man were wounded in a 
city neighborhood about two miles 
from downtown. 
Shortly after, three men were 
wounded near a pedestrian area 
known ^s Edison Park on Bourbon 
Street in the French Quarter. 
Five more victims, their sexes not 
immediately known, were shot in the 
office of Merill Lynch, Pierce, Fen­ 
ner, & Smith, a downtown brokerage 
firm. Police said a suspect was taken 
into custody outside the office. 


To stay in D. C. until 
energy issue decided; 
will reschedule tour

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WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Carter has postponed his foreign trip 
set for later this month because he 
wants to remain in Washington while 
Congress considers his energy pro­ 
gram. 
The State Departm ent an­ 
nouncement today of Carter s deci­ 
sion confirms earlier reports that the 
president was going to scrap the tour 
of nine nations. The announcement 
also indicated Carter would make 
the trip later. 
The announcement by Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance said the 
governments of the nine nations had 
been informed of Carter’s decision 
over the weekend 
Carter indicated in his post­ 
ponement message to the nine 
foreign governments that he hoped a 
mutually convenient date could be 
found for a visit in the “ near future,” 
according to Vance’s statement 
Carter had been scheduled to visit 
Venezuela, Brazil, Nigeria, Saudi 
Arabia, Iran, India, Poland, France, 
and Belgium from Nov. 22 to Dec. 2. 
Carter asserted in his post­ 


ponement message that his personal 
involvement was vital to the develop­ 
ment of sound energy legislation, 
Vance said. 
Vance added that Carter con­ 
siders passage of the adminis­ 
tration’s energy program “ crucial to 
the over-all health of the American 
economy and of great importance to 
all energy-producing and energy-con­ 
suming nations.” 
Carter had said repeatedly that he 
would postpone his planned travels if 
Congress was still considering his 
energy program. 
The four-continent trip was to have 
included visits to the four leading 
sources of U.S. oil imports. The four 
— Iran, Saudi Arabia, Venezuela and 
Nigeria — are members of the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries, 
Carter had been expected to press 
the OPEC members to hold the line 
on prices, arguing that any price hike 
would endanger the world economy. 
The 13-nation members of OPEC 
meet in Venezuela next month to 
weigh a possible price increase.

Search for more bodies in ruins 
o f college struck by dam tragedy

TOCCOA, Ga. (AP) - Searchers 
slogged through debris-littered red 
mud in search of more bodies today 
in the wreckage of a low-lying 
campus area where at least 37 
persons died after a torrent of water 
burst from an earthen dam and 
smashed through the pastoral setting 
of a small Bible college. 
About 45 persons were injured. 
At midmorning, Stephens County 
Hospital administrator J. W. Warren 
said that the bodies of two persons 
reported missing had been found. 
But he said later he had been “ mis­ 
informed.” 
Twenty youngsters, children of 
students or faculty members at the 
Toccoa Falls Bible College, were 
among those who died when the 
floodwaters hit at 1:30 a.m. Sunday. 
Most of the other victims were stu­ 
dents or teachers at the college. Two 
volunteer firemen who were trying 
to reach the college’s housing area to 
give the only warning of the flood 
dlso died 
Some of the students who died 
were trapped in a four-story men s 
dormitory, which had 40 residents. 
Twelve of the 45 persons injured 
were hospitalized. 
The path of destruction was 
described as about 2lb miles long and 
1,500 feet wide, most of it near the 
area where a creek, fed by a reser- 
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voir, makes a sharp turn at the foot 
of two hills in the campus com­ 
munity called Toccoa Falls, about 
two miles outside the northeastern 
Georgia community of Toccoa. Two 
trailer parks nestled at the foot of 
the hills, primary housing areas for 
married students, were leveled 
Eldon Elsberry, a volunteer 
fireman, said he and two other 
firemen saw the water cascade down 
Toccoa Creek about 1:30 a.m..

“ I looked up and I saw red water 
that was really starting to move,” he 
said “ We ran and got into a Jeep. 
We were going to turn the sirens on 
and wake people up. ” 
He said the Jeep was swamped 
before they could cross a bridge to a 
trailer park. Elsberry got hold of a 
small tree but his partners were lost. 
“ I woke up last night and heard a 
noise and the lights went out, said 
one young man who recounted the 
disaster at memorial services Sun­ 
day. “ I grabbed my wife and kids. 1 
knew God had us in his hands. 
First Lady Rosalynn Carter, who 
flew from Washington, was among 
those who inspected the disaster 
scene on Sunday. She later said the 
scene was “ indescribable.” She told 
a news conference, “ It s a terrible 
tragedy.” She visited survivors at a 
hospital, touching their arms and 
whispering encouragement. 
She told Toccoa’s 9,000 residents 
and the college students that Presi­ 
dent Carter had promised federal as­ 
sistance. 
Gov. George Busbee, who also in­ 
spected the flood area, said the dam 
that broke above Toccoa Falls had 
been declared a high-hazard dam by 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 
The hazard designation does not 
mean such dams are structurally un­ 
safe but that if they break, damage 
would be significant. 


NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) - The 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries is expected to 
agree on a 5 percent increase in the 
basic price of crude oil for 1978 
despite the Carter administration s 
campaign to ward off a rise, the Mid­ 
dle East Economic Survey said to­ 
day. 
The authoritative oil newsletter 
said the oil minister of one govern­ 
ment seeking an increase com­ 
mented: “If the Saudis agree to 5 
percent, they will have a deal as far 
as my country is concerned. But we 


couldn’t go for anything below that.” 
The minister was not identified. 


U.S. Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthal said on Sunday 
after a visit to Saudi Arabia, Iran 
and Kuwait that he thought there 
was a chance the oil cartel would 
decide not to raise prices for some 
time. He said he hoped the the base 
price would remain at $12.70 a barrel 
for all of 1978. 


The 13-nation cartel meets in 
Caracas. Venezuela, on Dec 20 to 
decide on prices for 1978.

Deputies' sweep 
nabs 15 suspects

In the wake of two recent murders, 
numerous felonious assaults and am­ 
bushes on sheriff’s cars, a large con­ 
tingent of San Bernardino County 
sheriff’s deputies made a sweep of 
old Northtown in Cucamonga Sunday 
night, arresting 15 persons. 
Participating in the extra “ heavy 
saturation patrols’’ were more than 
60 sheriff’s deputies, a sheriff’s 
helicopter and investigators armed 
with more than 40 on sight arrest 
warrants. The patrols began about 7 


p m. after several shots were 
reported fired into the El Charro Bar 
near 24th Street and Turner Avenue. 
There were no injuries reported. 
Sheriff’s Chief Inspector Floyd 
Tidwell said the five-hour saturation 
patrols resulted in the arrest of 11 
persons from the Northtown area 
and the detention and arrest of five 
illegal aliens. 
‘ 
Tidwell said the special patrols 
were planned because of more than 
77 felony incidents in the Northtown 
area involving firearms or other 
weapons since early this year. The 


Huge turnout 
at election seen 


Huge turnouts of between 75 and 80 percent of register­ 
ed voters is expected at 39 polling places in the tricom­ 
munities area Tuesday in a vote for cityhood. 
San Bernardino County Voter Registrar William H.

Four teen-agers 
wounded by youth 


Four teen-agers, one a girl, were 
wounded late Saturday night when 
they were shot by one of two young 
men who demanded to know what 
they were doing in the neighborhood, 
Pomona police reported. 
The incident occurred at Monterey 
Avenue and Hamilton Boulevard 
where the victims had stopped their 
car briefly. They said they were con­ 
fronted by two men wearing long 
trench coats. The pair asked what 
they were doing in ‘ their 
neighborhood,’’ and one suddenly 
pulled a pistol and started shooting. 


Carl D. Miller, 17, was struck in 
the left side; Cheri Rae Juhl, 13, was 
hit in the leg; Michael A. Tucker, 17, 
was struck in the hand; and Timmy 
W. Layman, 16, was grazed above 
one eye. 
Miller was taken to County-USC 
Medical Center for treatment of his 
wound, but the others were released 
after treatment at Pomona Valley 
Community Hospital. 
Both men were described as Latin 
between 17 and 22 years old wearing 
dark-brown trench coats. They drove 
a red Volkswagen. 


Mountain accidents 
cause injuries to six 


old Northtown area encompasses 
about 2,000 persons, predominately 
Latin in a lV4th mile area south of 
Arrow Highway, north of Eighth 
Street between Archibald and Haven 
avenues in Cucamonga 
In the past three weeks, according 
to Tidwell, “ there have been two 
murders and two felonious assaults 
in the area.” In October, a sheriff’s 
unit near 24th Street and Turner 
Avenue was ambushed. Seven bullets 
found their marks in the sheriff’s 
unit and a patrol sergeant was struck 
in the head with a rock, said Tidwell. 


He said that certain information 
had been developed in the last two 
murder investigations and that a 
number of persons were being sought 
for questioning in the area. “ If these 
persons were seen on the streets dur­ 
ing the sweep they were stopped and 
questioned,” said Tidwell. Several 
suspects were arrested during the 
sweeps. 


Tidwell said that the reason for the 
large number of officers par­ 
ticipating in the operations was the 
fact that “ the chances of violence 
were very high. Most of the persons 
we want are teen-agers and they are 
known to carry firearms in their 
cars.” 


He indicated there was good infor­ 
mation the recent murders and as­ 
saults committed in the Northtown 
area were at the hands of gang 
members. He said the motive for the 
attacks may have been robbery, 
drugs or both. 


He said deputies participating in 
the patrols were ordered to perform 
the task in a “ firm, impartial and 
professional manner. The citizens of 
the community were assured that 
they would be accorded the courtesy 
and respect due them, would be 
given the protection they desired and 
that law and order would be restored 
in their community.” Tidwell said 
numerous other warrants were being 
held by deputies and the patrols 
would continue until all the responsi­ 
ble persons are taken into custody.

The Joneses have been members 
of the Ontario Nazarene Church for 
20 years and raised their sons, Jerry 
and Jay, in the church. The con­ 
gregation there has been aware of 
the Jones’ contributions to the mis­ 
sion, and sent countless donations of 
food, clothing and special supplies. 
The 17-year-old mission was found 
by accident when the Joneses were 
returning from a vacation south of 
the border. Traffic congestion made 
it impossible to pass through Ti­ 
juana. so they took another route 
through Tecate. There they stopped 
at the mission for lunch. And the 
short visit stretched into several 
days. 
The mission is comprised of an 
elementary school operated by cer­ 
tificated California teachers working 
voluntarily; a Bible Institute where 
young Mexican nationals are trained 
to become ministers; a church; and 
a “ mouse warehouse.” The latter is 
a storage building for supplies and 
got its nickname because of the tiny 
visitors there. 
The mission serves the 88,000 resi­ 
dents living on the California side of 


Tecate and the 23,000 citizens of 
Mexico across the border. It is in­ 
terdenominational with assistance 
from Baptist, Methodist, Nazarene, 
Presbyterian, Lutheran and other 
Protestant churches. 
Jones believes the announcement 
of his resignation is needed now. 
“ I wanted to avoid the expense of a 
special election and want the people 
to elect my successor.

Two states choose governors and 
38 major cities elect mayors this 
week, but clues to the nation s 
political future will be hard to find. 
Jobs, federal funds and crime con­ 
trol are among the issues, but the 
only national development has been 
President Carter's trips to New 
Jersey and Virginia, where he cam- 
paigned for the Democratic 
gubernatorial tickets. 
The Republicans are trying to re­ 
tain the governorship in Virginia and 
take back the New Jersey State 
House they held four years ago. 
Meanwhile, black candidates are 
making historic races in New 
Orleans and Buffalo, N.Y. 
The Democratic mayoral nominee 
is expected to win easily in New 
York, while most other big city elec­ 
tions are nonpartisan. 
The Virginia race is between 
Republican Lt. Gov. John Dalton and 
Democrat Henry Howell, who has 
run twice unsuccessfully 
Virginia Gov. Mills E. Godwin, 
who served previously as a 


Democratic governor, converted to 
the GOP and won again four years 
ago. 
He beat Howell, who believes — as 
does Dalton — that Tuesday’s elec­ 
tion will be close. 
Support of a state income tax ap­ 
peared initially to have hurt New 
Jersey Gov. Brendan Byrne’s re- 
election chances. But new polls show 
him even with Republican state Sen. 
Raymond H. Bateman, who re­ 
ceived a campaign visit from former 
President Gerald Ford. 
In New York City, U.S. Rep. 
Edward Koch, the Democratic 
nominee, is considered to be far 
ahead of Mario Cuomo of the Liberal 
Party, Republican state Sen. Roy 
Goodman and Conservative Barry 
p«| 1*1^0 
Coleman Young, who became 
Detroit’s first black mayor four 
years ago, has solidified his political 
base and is expected to defeat City 
Councilman Ernest Browne, also 
black and a Democrat. 
In Buffalo, liberal Assemblyman 


Arthur Eve opposes conservative 
state Sen. James D. Griffin in the 
m avoral runoff. 
$oth are 
Democrats, but Eve, who placed 
first in the earlier primary, is the 
first black to make a serious run for 
mayor in the largely Italian and 
Slavic city. 
State Appeals Judge Ernest 
Moreal is New Orleans first major 
black mayoral candidate, facing 
Councilman Joseph DiRosa in a 
runoff on Saturday. 
With Republican Mayor Ralph 
Perk of Cleveland defeated in the 
primary, Dennis KuCinich, clerk of 
municipal court, is facing state Rep.

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Azusa man 
kills self 
accidentally 


A young Azusa man shot himself 
fatally by accident early Sunday 
while riding with friends in a Jeep in 
the Covina area, sheriff’s deputies 
said. 
The victim, Robert Plathe, 21, of 
18325 Gladstone Ave., shot himself in 
the head with a 
357-magnum 
revolver while examining it, they 
said.

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP) - The con­ 
viction of two men for the murder of 
Arizona Republic reporter Don 
Bolles has not closed the books on the 
case, says chief prosecutor William 
Schcifcr III. 
“ We have always maintained that 
there’s a small band of con­ 
spirators,” Schafer said. “ As I said 
before, we don’t have all the con­ 
spirators, but we will.” 
James Robison, 55, a suburban 
Chandler plumber, and Max Dunlap, 
48, a Phoenix contractor, were con­ 
victed Sunday of first-degree murder 
and conspiracy in Bolles’ death. 
The conspiracy conviction in­ 
cluded a plot to kill Arizona At­ 
torney General Bruce Babbitt and A1 
“ King Alfonso” Lizanetz, 51, a 
former employee of wealthy liquor 
wholesaler Kemper Marley Sr. 
Robison and Dunlap face possible 
execution by gas when Superior 
Court Judge Howard Thompson 
sentences them Dec. 6. 
Bolles was fatally injured June 2, 
1976, when a bomb exploded under 
his car in a hotel parking lot. He 
mumbled the words “ Adamson, 
“ Emprise” and “ Mafia” to passers- 
by as he lay on the pavement. He was 
hospitalized for 11 days before he 
died. He was 47. 
As the verdict against Dunlap was 
announc£fl, his eldest daughter, 
Pam, b ® t into sobs and threw her 


arms around her mother, Barbara. 
Dunlap struck the defense table 
hesitantly after the verdict was read 


Robison contained his feelings and 
said to his court-appointed attorney, 
David Derickson, “ That’s the 
breaks.” 
Robison and Dunlap were ar­ 
rested Jan. 15 after John Harvey 
Adamson admitted his role in the 
car-bomb slaying. 
Adamson, who got a 20-year prison 
sentence for second-degree murder 
after agreeing to serve as the state's 
key witness, said he planted the 
bomb under Bolles’ car after luring 
the reporter to the hotel with a false 
news tip. Adamson said Robison 
triggered the blast with a radio­ 
control transmitter. 
Dunlap, Adamson testified, hired 
him to kill Bolles, Babbitt and 
Lizanetz. 


Babbitt was reportedly a target 
because of an antitrust suit against 
the liquor industry, and Lizanetz 
because of his barrage of letters to 
legislators reporting alleged Marley 
crimes. 
Adamson said Dunlap told him 
Marley. who was not charged in the 
case, would finance the killings. 


After the bombing, a group of in­ 
vestigative reporters traveled to 
Arizona to try to continue work on 
Bolles’ major topics of investigation 
— organized crime and its possible 
links to prominent Arizonans. 


Members of Investigative R e 
porters & Editors Inc., headed by 
Pulitzer Prize-winning reporter Bob 
Greene of Newsday, spent nearly six 
months in Phoenix before producing 
a series of 23 articles last spring. 
Many newspapers published some of 
the findings.

A third of the complaints 
charg ed discrimination in 
employ ment, while 22 per­ 
cent inv olv ed athletics.

Leafing throu gh some

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Indians' 
'roots' 
leading 
to India

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) 
- When Christopher 
< 'olumbus pronounced the 
inhabitants of the New 
World “ Indians,” a re­ 
searcher say s he may not 
hav e been mistaken after 
all. 
Dr. J oseph B. Mahan re­ 
searched the matter here 
and abroad, and he con­ 
cludes that members of 
certain tribes now liv ing in 
Oklahoma are direct 
descendants of people who 
established a flourishing 
civ ilization in India more 
than 50 centuries ag o. 
Mahan, 56 , is ex ecutiv e 
director of a historic 
reconstruction project 
near Lumpkin, Ga., called 
Westv ille Villag e. 
He 
and 
his 
w ife, 
Kathry n, a musicolog ist, 
receiv ed a g rant for a fiv e- 
month study in Pakistan 
and India, tracing sim­ 
ilarities among American 
Indians and ancient 
civ ilizations of the Indus 
Valley . 
Writing in the autumn is­ 
sue of Oklahoma Today , 
the official state mag azine, 
Mahan claims to hav e 
found “ positiv e” ev idence 
linking the cultures and 
supporting mig rations to 
America. 
Mahan say s he has dis­ 
cov ered that the names of 
peoples who inhabited the 
Bronze Ag e cities now 
c a lle d Harappa and 
Mohenjo-daro coincide in 
at least a dozen cases with 
names of American Indian 
tribes or 16 th century In­ 
dian settlements found by 
European ex plorers. 
Besides the ling uistic 
ties, Mahan say s there are 
also sig nificant parallels 
between American Indians 
and the Indus Valley 
civ ilization in phy sical 
characteristics, 
pottery 
and craft work, sty le of 
d ress and re lig io u s 
philosophy . 
But he say s the most con- 
v incing similarity is 
among the names the peo­ 
ples called themselv es. 
American Indian tribes 
including the Yuchi, 
Shawnee, Sac and Fox , 
Creeks and Cherokees 
were almost certainly 
descended from the 
wandering remnants of the 
Indus Valley civ ilization, 
Mahan say s. 
Writing a doctoral dis­ 
sertation at the Univ ersity 
of North Carolina, Mahan 
say s he became conv inced 
that the Yuchi broug ht a 
“ fully dev eloped and 
hig hly 
sophisticated” 
culture into the southeast­ 
ern United States from 
somewhere outside the 
area. 
After his research in In­ 
dia and Pakistan, Mahan 
say s he is now sure that 
culture was dev eloped in 
the Indus Valley . 
“ I hav e long been con­ 
v inced 
that 
som e 
American Indians were 
part of a worldwide bronze 
ag e culture,” Mahan say s. 


He 
s u g g e s ts 
that 
representativ es of the 
Indus Valley culture, who 
he describes as “ people of 
the sea,” could hav e sailed 
by established routes to the 
southeastern United States 
5,000 y ears ag o. 
It was during past 
studies of the Yuchi now in 
northeast Oklahoma, and 
his research in Pakistan 
and India from J anuary to 
May this y ear, that Mahan 
say s he came across the 
“ g ood, v alid, historical 
information” he needed to 
link the peoples now a 
hemisphere apart.

Pacific State mov es 
to meet federal rules 


Health, s afety and s taffing changes 
needed to gain res umption of funding

Since Pacific State Hospital was 
notified on Aug. 1 of the decertifica­ 
tion of its skilled nursing wings 
because of health, safety and staffing 
violations, there has been a massive 
effort to meet federal standards by 
Jan. 1, 1978. 
Harry Lewis, executive director, 
said that since the hospital was 
notified in August that, in fact, it had 
lost the certification of the wings last 
Jan. 1, there have been a number of 
changes. 
Hospital personnel are meeting 
with county and state inspectors at 
least once a week to rectify 
problems, secure additional person­ 
nel and work out programs for up­ 
grading the facilities to meet federal 
standards. 
“ Actually the problem started nine 
years ago when the state set up 
programs to obtain federal funding, 
explained Lewis. “ Then, in 1976, the 
Little Hoover Commission in the 
state said that state hospitals should 
meet the same 
certification stan­ 
dards as applied to private sector 
facilities." 
Pacific State Hospital, along with 
Fairview, Agnews and Napa state 
hospitals, have lost federal funds 
totaling about $1.6 million a month 
since state licensing and certifica­ 
tion chief Don Hauptman refused to 
sign them off as meeting new stan­ 
dards for interm ediate care 
facilities. 
In addition, the federal govern­ 
ment is now trying to determine if 
California should pay back some 
$10.5 million in federal funds 
allocated to Pacific, Fairview and 
Agnews hospitals between January 
and August of this year. 
If the state hospitals are not 
brought in line with the require­ 
ments of federal certification, the 
state stands to lose more than $52 
million a year in federal funds, 
Lewis said. 
Officials within the state hospital 
system blame former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and Gov. Edmund Brown Jr. 
for vetoing funds to allow the 
hospitals to hire the staff and make 
other physical improvements which 
would help meet the federal cer­ 
tification requirements. 
Lewis estimates it would cost 
aboui $20 million to bring all U state 
hospitals in compliance with the 
standards. 
“ But, unless the standards are 
met, the state will lose those 
millions in federal funds,” added 
Lewis. 


In Los Angeles County, state 
licensing is subcontracted to the 
county. This affects procedures at 
Pacific State and Metropolitan 
hospitals. 
“ We are making good progress,“ 
said Lewis. “ In the last three 
months, we have hired three phar­ 
macists, bringing the total to five. 
We have added two more food ad­ 
ministrators and are still seeking 
three more to reach a goal of seven. 
Victor Gittens, clinical director at 
P a cific State, reported that 
numerous changes have been made 
in staffing procedures to better 
utilize the existing professional 
workers. 
Lewis said the hospital needs about 
35 additional professional staffers, 
such as physical therapists, speech 
therapists, psychologists and social 
workers, to bring it up to the ideal 
level. 
In addition, another 130 to 150 non­ 
professional workers are needed 
Because of the wide range of 
salaries. Lewis could give no es­ 
timate on the salary budget this 
* would require. 
Gittens noted that Pacific State 
has additional problems with its 
physical plant due to the age of the 
sprawling. Spanish-styled hospital. 
“ Our wards were built when health 
care standards were less stringent 
and when many of our patients 
required less physical care." 
At one time, the Pomona facility - 
housed 3.500 mentally retarded 
adults and children. Then, during 
Reagan's administration, a move 
developed to remove mentally 
retarded patients from state 
hospitals and place them in com­ 
munity care facilities near their 
homes when possible. 
While the census at Pacific State 
Hospital is 1,625. these residents are 
severely disabled and require special 
care. 
Lewis said the hospital does not 
have the space to provide many of 
the educational, recreational and 
physical programs now required to 
meet the federal standards. 
“ Some of these improvements 
have been in the state budget for 
years, and continue to be included, 
but when they will be funded is 
anybody’s guess.” added the hospital 
director. 
“ We need 10 additional classrooms 
right now.” 
L^wis and Gittens both state that 
the quality of care at the hospital has 
improved over the past years, but 
that federal standards have also 
changed.

credulous teen-ager with shoulder- 
length hair asked as he stood beside 
his hand painted van parked at a 
Chino fast-food restaurant. 
“ Boy, that’s an oldie,” a middle 
aged man said to his wife as they 
entered a grocery store off Central 
Avenue. 
“ Can’t Chino afford a new police 
car?” a young woman asked. 
These comments were directed 
toward the 1956 mint condition patrol 
car now in service with Chino s 
police department. 
Ron Teeters, a car salesman and 
Chino reserve policeman, brain­ 
stormed the project with cooperation 
from his employer, Liberty Ford in 
La Verne. 
A 1956 model Ford was found and 
restored. Teeters took over then, 
desiring to transform the auto into a 
perfect replica of those used 21 years 
ago in Chino when the force had only 
six officers. Teeters said the city 
changed its official seal in 1968 so a 
search began to locate an old seal.

Teeters said It was copied faithfully 
for the car doors.

Hav ing waged war fo r y ears against criminals, 
the co untry no w seems equally determined to tic 
so mething fo r the v ictims o f v io lent crime. 
At least 20 states, including Califo rnia, Kentucky , 
Ohio , Pennsy lv ania and Tennessee, co mpensate 
crime v ictims fo r the injuries they suffer o r the in­ 
co me they lo se. 
. . . 
Mo re than 20 states - with Co lo rado being the 
prime ex ample — o perate restitutio n pro grams in 
which co nv icted criminals are required to pay the 
peo ple they ’v e ro bbed o r cheated alo ng the way . 
J ust last mo nth, the Ho use o f Representativ es 
passed a bill that wo uld reimburse states fo r up to 
25 percent o f the first $25 ,000 they pay to v ictims o f 
v io lent crime. 
Giv en a cho ice, it wo uld seem preferable that the 
federal go v ernment stay o ut o f the crime co mpen­ 
satio n business ex cept when federal crimes are in­ 
v o lv ed. Mo st crimes, after all, are co v ered by state 
rather than federal law. 
It also wo uld be wiser, when po ssible, to require 
restitutio n by the criminal himself rather than shift 
the financial burden to the tax pay ers, who hav e 
plenty o f o ther bills to pay . 
Ho wev er they ’re carried o ut, tho ugh, pro grams 
fo r aiding crime v ictims hav e o bv io us merit and 
sho uld be enco uraged. Many v ictims are elderly 
peo ple o n limited inco mes. Others are so badly hurt 
they 're unable to wo rk fo r lo ng perio ds o f time. 
One o f the mo re effectiv e restitutio n pro grams is 
o perating in Hamilto n Co unty , Ohio , which includes 
the city o f Cincinnati. In that pro gram, y o ung 
criminals wo rk (under clo se superv isio n) in parks 
and o ther public facilities and repay their v ictims 
with the mo ney they earn. 
This appro ach makes mo re sense than simply to s­ 
sing y o uthful lawbreakers in jail, where they can do 
little o r no thing to learn a trade o r repair the 
damage they ’v e do ne.

The British go v ernment has begun unwrapping 
the details o f o ne o f the best-kept secrets o f Wo rld 
War II. Summaries o f 7 0,000 messages between 
Berlin and German co mmanders in the field, which 
had been intercepted by British intelligence s fan­ 
tastic Operatio n Ultra, are being made av ailable to 
histo rians and jo urnalists fo r the first time. 
The sto ry o f ho w Ultra geniuses cracked the 
German secret co de by duplicating the Nazis 
Enigma enco ding machine became public 
kno wledge so me time ago . But the 7 0,000 messages 
are the first to be released fro m a file that began to 
be accumulated as early as February 1040. 
It was mo nths, ho wev er, befo re Operatio n Ultra 
was fully cranked up, during which Hitler sco red 
so me o f his mo t stunning successes, such as the 
blitzkrieg thro ugh the Lo wlands and France in May 
1040. But ev entually , the Allied high co mmand was 
reading v irtually ev ery message the Germans sent 
o ut o n the air. so metimes ev er befo re they reached 
their intended recipients. 
The intelligence ranged fro m the tactically 
significant to the strategically crucial, fro m the 
camo uflaged po sitio ns o f planes o n a German air­ 
field, fo r ex ample, to the ex tent o f German strength 
o ppo sing Allied tro o ps bo gged do wn o n the No r­ 
mandy beaches o n D-Day . 
A number o f tantalizing questio ns hav e been 
po sed by the Ultra rev elatio ns. But chiefly , since 
the Nazis were in effect fighting with o ne hand 
behind their back, at least in the latter part o f the 
war, why did it take so lo ng to smash them? Or was 
the war sho rtened by Ultra, and if so , by ho w 
much? Co uld it co nceiv ably been lo st witho ut 
Ultra? 
The do cuments no w being made av ailable are no t 
ex pected to result in any fundamental rewriting o f 
the sto ry o f Wo rld War II. But the kno wledge o f 
what the generals and strategists o n bo th sides 
knew, and when they knew it, may shed new light o n 
indiv idual o peratio ns o f the war. 
The papers will rev eal, perhaps, AUied bungles 
that sho uld no t hav e taken place, o r o ppo rtunities 
missed - and will certainly keep scho lars well-fed 
with the raw meat o f histo ry fo r y ears to co me. 


Dear Edito r: 
I am writing in regard to a to pic I 
co nsider v ery impo rtant to my self 
and the residents o f the no rtheast 
sectio n o f Claremo nt. This is the 
pro po sed sho pping center at the co r­ 
ner o f Base Line Ro ad and Mills 
Av enue, and I am v ery 
much in 
fav o r o f it. First o f all, I wo uld like to 
set the reco rd straight by say ing that 
I hav e no eco no mic interest in any 
sho pping centers any where. 
I feel that since there are no super­ 
markets within any reaso nable driv ­ 
ing distance o f the no rtheast sectio n 
o f Claremo nt, a new sho pping center 
is v itally needed. The intersectio n o f 
Base Line and Mills is right in the 
center o f the area unserv ed by ex ­ 
isting sho pping centers and, as a 
result, wo uld be, in my o pinio n, an 
ideal lo catio n. Other lo catio ns men­ 
tio ned as sites, such as farther so uth 
o n Fo o thill, wo uld no t adequately 


serv e the area, since tho se o f us 
no rth o f Base Line wo uld hav e an ad­ 
ditio nal two to three miles o f ro und- 
trip trav el, and tho se residents 
between Base Line and Fo o thill 
wo uld hav e no significant change in 
driv ing distance. Residents so uth o f 
Fo o thill are pro bably adequately 
serv ed by ex isting sho pping 
facilities . 
Co ncern has been ex pressed abo ut 
increased traffic past Chaparral 
Scho o l o n Mills so uth o f Base Line. I 
do no t believ e that this co ncern is 
v alid, since a sho pping center at 
Base Line wo uld sto p the traffic 
fro m no rth Claremo nt there, instead 
o f it co ntinuing o n so uth o n Mills 
to ward o ther sho pping facilities. 


In additio n, a sho pping center at 
Mills and Base Line wo uld co ntribute 
to the Claremo nt tax base, since 
many o f the residents in the area 


currently trav el to Upland at 16th 
and Mo untain fo r much o f their sho p­ 
ping. 
Finally , I do no t believ e that the 
residents o f no rtheast Claremo nt are 
o ppo sed to a sho pping center as so me 
hav e claimed. In fact, sev eral o f 
tho se o ppo sed to the sho pping center 
are no t fro m the no rtheast sectio n o f 
Claremo nt themselv es, and as such 
do no t represent the v iews o f the 
citizens o f the area inv o lv ed. My co n­ 
v ersatio ns with my neighbo rs in­ 
dicate that mo st wo uld welco me a 
well-designed, aesthetically pleasing 
sho pping center within an easy co m­ 
mute. I therefo re urge the Clare­ 
mo nt City Co uncil to appro v e o f the 
rezo ning o f 6.14 acres to allo w co n­ 
structio n o f the pro po sed sho pping 
center.

There sho uld be a warning to co aches and gy m 
teachers in the injury suffered recently by 11-y ear- 
o ld Dav id Paterno in State Co llege, Pa. 
Dav id, the so n o f Penn State fo o tball co ach J o e 
Paterno , was serio usly hurt when he fell o ff a tram­ 
po line in an elementary scho o l and struck his head 
o n the flo o r. 
This was no t the first such accident. No r will it be 
the last. The American Academy o f Pediatrics, in 
fact, has reco mmended that the trampo line — 
which is a kind o f canv as springbo ard — be banned 
fro m gy m classes and fro m use in co mpetitiv e 
spo rts. 
Studies by do cto rs hav e identified numero us 
cases o f tempo rary o r permanent paraly sis caused 
by trampo line accidents — many o f which o ccur o n 
the trampo line itself rather than as a result o f fall­ 
ing to the flo o r.

WASHINGTON - The Ko reans 
aren’t the o nly fo reign agents who 
hav e been handing o ut cash o n 
Capito l Hill. A swarm o f fo reign 
agents, bo th registered and un­ 
registered, hav e been pro mo ting 
th eir n a tio n a l in te r e sts in 
Washingto n. 
Their majo r effo rt has been aimed 
naturally eno ugh at Co ngress, with 
its tight ho ld o n the federal purse. An 
unsettling number o f co ngressmen, 
o v er the y ears, hav e been respo nsiv e 
to o v ertures and pay ments fro m 
fo reign agents. 
The Ko reans are pikers, fo r ex am­ 
ple, co mpared to the Chinese 
Natio nalists. The late Chiang Kai- 
shek channeled mo ney into the right 
co ngressio nal 
po ckets 
thro ugh 
friendly American businessmen who 
passed o ut campaign co ntributio ns 
and thro ugh relativ es who carried 
huge ro lls o f $100 bills and peeled 
them o ff to tho se who preferred that 
so rt o f gro ss transactio n. 
In co ntrast to the petty Ko rean 
pay o ffs, witnesses to ld us o f a try st 
in a New England field where 
Chiang’sem issa ries 
deliv ered 
$5 00,000 in cash to a late senato r. 
The Chinese Natio nalists also 
wanted far mo re o ut o f the United 
States than the military shipments 
the So uth Ko reans hav e so ught. The 
hidden aims o f the Natio nalists were 
rev ealed in a co llectio n o f secret 
cables, which we o btained thro ugh a 
Chinese co de clerk two decades ago . 
Chiang Kai-shek wanted no less 
than to embro il the United States in a 
third wo rld war so he co uld ride back 
to po wer in the rumble seat o f an 
American v icto ry . He reco gnized it 
wo uld be difficult to sell the 
American peo ple upo n attacking the 
Chinese mainland Declared a Dec. 
5 , 1949, cable: “ Our ho pe o f a wo rld 


war so as to rehabilitate o ur co untry 
is unpalatable to the (American) 
peo ple.’’ 
The o utbreak o f war in Ko rea 
bro ught new ho pe to the Chinese. A 
cable dated J uly 14, 1950, just three 
weeks after the Ko rean inv asio n, 
pro po sed: 
“ Whether the Chinese 
Co mmunists send tro o ps to Ko rea o r 
no t is o f seco ndary impo rtance, but 
the war in So uth Ko rea will be ex ­ 
tended in any case. We must be 
patient at this time. Whether o r no t 
the war will ex tend to o ther places in 
Euro pe and Asia, we sho uld make lit­ 
tle co mment and wait fo r the 
dev elo pment o f the situatio n. ” • 
The secret cables also made it 
clear who was blo cking Natio nalist 
aims in Washingto n. “ In the past 
y ears, we hav e been v ery patient 
with General (Geo rge) Marshall, but 
he has nev er changed his attitude 
to ward us,’’ repo rted an August 24, 
1949 cable. “ But in o rder to av o id 
direct break with the American ad­ 
ministratio n. it is better fo r us no t to 
attack him perso nally .’’ 


It was left fo r the late Sen. J o seph 
McCarthy to carry the attack to 
Marshall perso nally , which he did in 
a 60.000-wo rd Senate speech o n J une 
15. 1951. Fo r two ho urs, McCarthy 
dro ned o n, weav ing a false fantastic 
tale o f co mplicity between Marshall 
and the co mmunists. There was 
ev idence, co incidentally , that Mc­ 
Carthy ’s campaign against co m­ 
munists was heav ily financed by 
Chiang’s China lo bby . 


Nex t to Chiang, pro bably the 
champio n fo reign influence-seeker 
was Rafael Trujillo , the v ainglo rio us 
Do mincan Republic dictato r, who 
spent a fo rtune try ing to co nv ince 
Americans he deserv ed the title he 
gav e himself — the Benefacto r. 


No t ev en his millio ns co uld make a 
lo v able lamb o ut o f this wo lf. But 
befo re he was assassinated in 1961, 
Trujillo gav e emplo y ment to a lo t o f 
needy Americans and paid fat law 
fees to many o thers. Tho se who 
sho wed up o n his pay ro ll included ex - 
Rep. Franklin D. Ro o sev elt, J r., the 
late president’s so n, who co llected a 
$60,000 fee fo r a y ear’s wo rk as 
special co unsel to the Do minican 
Republic. Sev eral members o f 
Co ngress were wined, dined and 
retained by Trujillo . 
So me fo reign agents hav e had the 
audacity ev en to co ntribute directly 
to the campaign o f U.S. presidential 
candidates. A $10,000 kick-in fo r the 
late J o hn F. Kennedy ’s presidential 
driv e was traced to the So mo za fami­ 
ly , which o perates Nicaragua like a 
priv ate estate. Their registered 
agent in Washingto n was the do no r 
fo r the reco rd. A Washingto n 
po litical o perato r to ld us he had also 
deliv ered cash fro m the So mo zas to 
Kennedy ’s riv al, Richard Nix o n, 
altho ugh we were nev er able to co n­ 
firm the sto ry fro m o ther so urces. 


The State Department tends to 
pro tect at least the registered 
fo reign agents, presumably to 
safeguard U.S. priv ileges in o ther 
co untries. In fact, State interv ened 
with the J ustice Department last 
y ear to sto p the pro secutio n o f an 
Egy ptian who had v io lated the 
registratio n act. 


The unto ld sto ry inv o lv es Amin 
Hilmy II, who headed the Arab Info r- 
ma tio n Center. The center 
registered with the J ustice Depart­ 
ment but failed to register 
pro paganda ads as the law also 
requires. Then the center refused to 
let J ustice inv estigato rs ex amine its 
bo o ks.

Tipping his mitt at a recent meeting o f the co unty 
superv iso rs, state Finance Directo r Ro y Beil in­ 
dicated the state is mo v ing to wards acceptance o f a 
greater share o f respo nsibility fo r welfare pay ­ 
ments. The idea is part o f Go v . J erry Bro wn’s so lu­ 
tio n to the pro perty tax pro blem currently bo gged 
do wn in the Legislature. 
Altho ugh presently financed with a co mbinatio n 
o f federal, state and lo cal funds, the amo unts o f 
welfare pay ments are largely dictated by federal 
and state laws. And because welfare pro grams are 
mandated upo n lo cal go v ernment, it is lo gical that 
the co sts sho uld be bo rne by tho se calling the tune. 
As a practical matter, whether the administra­ 
tio n no w mo v es to assume its o bligatio n o r no t it 
seems o nly a questio n o f time until it is co mpelled. 
Fo r there is little difference in the applicatio n o f 
the co nstitutio nal equal pro tectio n clause between 
the ex isting welfare financing sy stem and the 
sy stem o f public scho o l financing which bro ught 
abo ut the Serrano decisio n. In that, simply stated, 
the co urt held that children were entitled to the 
same do llar quality o f educatio n statewide. The 
do llar measurement o f quality is much mo re 
pro no unced in welfare matters than in educatio n. 
Aside fro m that, many hav e lo ng co ntended that 
pro perty tax es sho uld be lev ied wily to pay fo r tho se 
go v ernmental serv ices which are pro perty -related. 
Welfare do es no t qualify in that catego ry . 
And it is just o ne o f a number o f pro grams which, 
altho ugh being o bligatio ns o f the state, hav e 
traditio nally been paid in part by lo cal go v ernments 
and thus added to the o v ertax ing o f pro perty fo r 
no n-pro perty -related serv ices. 
Assembly man Ken Maddy already has struck at 
o ne o f these, pro po sing a co mplete takeo v er by the 
state o f co urt financing. Under the present prac­ 
tice, the state pay s o nly fo r the appellate div isio ns, 
leav ing the trial co urts to be partially funded by 
lo cal go v ernments despite the fact all are a part o f 
the state’s judicial sy stem. 
Ano ther area in which the state is escaping its 
respo nsibilities is in higher educatio n. While the 
co sts o f so me 45 0,000 students at the Univ ersity o f 
Califo rnia and in the state co lleges are funded by 
the state witho ut lo cal go v ernment co ntributio ns, 
o v er half o f the co sts o f mo re than 1V4 millio n stu­ 
dents enro lled in the two -y ear co lleges remain o n 
the backs o f the pro perty o wners. 
That burden has been rising rapidly , nearly do ubl­ 
ing in six y ears, and, at o v er $600 millio n, no w 
represents nearly as great an amo unt o n the tax 
ro lls as do es welfare. 
' Co nsidering the state has alway s paid fo r its 
co lleges and univ ersity , it is difficult to fatho m the 
reaso n the co mmunity co lleges, o nce kno wn as 
junio r co lleges, hav e been allo wed to dev elo p as 
lo cal go v ernment o peratio ns. Ho wev er it happened, 
it is co ntrary to the practice o f mo st o ther states, 
which fully finance all public co lleges. 
The transferring o f all welfare co sts to the state 
therefo re wo uld be a giant step in the right direc­ 
tio n fo r pro perty tax relief which sho uld be 
augmented by the assumptio n o f the o ther 
pro grams no w partially carried by lo cal go v ern­ 
ment but rightfully the respo nsibilities o f the state 
go v ernment. 
Such a shift, ho wev er, wo uld all be fo r naught un­ 
less the go v erno r can also achiev e his plan o f un- 
po sing strict limitatio ns o n the rev enue-raising 
po wers o f lo cal go v ernment. 
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Wally Hickel was go v erno r o f 
Alaska Then he was U.S. Secretary 
o f the Interio r. 
He has fo ught fo r bo th the pro tec­ 
tio n o f o ur wilderness and the 
dev elo pment o f o ur reso urces. 
No bo dy has demo nstrated mo re 
balanced co ncern fo r bo th o ur 
“ wants” and o ur “ needs.” Further, 
Wally Hickel, since his o wn pio neer­ 
ing day s in Alaska, has demo nstrated 
an ability to see bey o nd the ho rizo ns 
that limit mo st o f us. 
Let’s lo o k at to mo rro w thro ugh his 
ey es. 
Wally Hickel believ es that in cen­ 
turies to co me all the land o r earth 
will be enjo y ed by man fo r liv ing and 
fo r recreatio n. 
He believ es that the reso urces we 
need will co me fro m the o ceans, the 
v ast desert areas, the Arctic and the 
Antarctic. 
Out o f the ranks o f the co nser­ 
v atio nists and the dev elo pers we 
need to raise a new generatio n o f 


what Hickel calls “ practical en­ 
v iro nmentalists."

A “ practical env iro nmentalist" 
lo v es a fo rest with all its beauty and 
quietness and wildlife — but he also 
cares abo ut the needs o f peo ple fo r 
heat and light and fo o d. 
A practical env iro nmentalist will 
no t stand fo r desecrating o ur land — 
but he is no t afraid o f finding and ex ­ 
tracting the reso urces Go d put o n 
earth fo r man’s use. 
Presently , Wally Hickel is anx io us 
abo ut the struggle between tho se 
who wo uld greedily plunder Alaska 
and tho se who wo uld lo ck up that 
state’s reso urces and allo w no 
dev elo pment. 
Alaska has 31 o f the 33 mo st impo r­ 
tant minerals used by mo dern in­ 
dustry , at least half o f them in co m­ 
mercial quantities. In readily acces­ 


sible areas o f Alaska there are a 
trillio n to ns o f co al; in less accessi­ 
ble areas, 8 trillio n to ns. 
President Carter recently asked 
American industry to pro duce a 
billio n to ns a y ear. At that rate 
Alaska co uld supply all we need fo r 
1,000 to 8 ,000 y ears! 
And y et there are env iro nmen­ 
talists in Co ngress who want a third

DEAR DR. M ILLER: My gorgeous little poodle, Fifi, 
has developed a devastating condition. She is losing large 
patches of hair from her ear flaps. This has been going on 
for months and her poor ears are practically bald. The 
condition has never bothered her physically but, of 
course, she can’t stand to look at herself in the mirror 
any more. I feel badly for her too and I ’ve had to fashion a 
headpiece for her to hide this embarrassing condition in 
public. Is there any hope for Fifi? Will she ever have hair 
on her ears again? — L.M. 
DEAR L.M.: She might. There is a type of alopecia 
(hair loss) peculiar to small adult poodles. The origin of 
this condition is unknown but most of these cases will 
regrow hair spontaneously within a few months. There 
are other possible causes with a less favorable prognosis, 
particularly when there is no treatment. Your dog s doc­ 
tor’s dermatological diagnosis can help determine the 
probable outcome and which medication (if any) is in­ 
dicated. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: The new hospital I am going to 
wants me to vaccinate my cats for this rhinotraecheitis 
virus. Is it really worthwhile to give this vaccine to cats? 
I never even heard of it before. Is this rhinotraecheitis 
virus such a big deal in cats, anyway? — N.B. 
DEAR N.B.: Feline viral rhinotraecheitis (FV R) is in­ 
deed a “ big deal” in cats. It is highly contageous. 
Recovered animals may carry the virus and later tran­ 
smit it to others and, finally, cats affected by FVR may 
not recover at all — may die. There are differences in opi­ 
nion within the veterinary profession regarding the use 
and value of the available FVR vaccines. In my opinion, 
the vaccine is indeed worthwhile. 


DEAR DR. M ILLER: I just have a small, homemade, 
fish tank. Is it really necessary to spend the money on one 
of those thermostat heaters? All I plan to keep in the tank 
are guppies. — J.B. 
DEAR J.B .: Fish, including the reasonably hardy, stan­ 
dard strains of guppies, have optimum temperature 
requirements. That range is within a very few degrees^ 
Allowing temperatures to fluctuate above or below that 
range stresses the fish, making them susceptible to a 
wide variety of diseases. A reliable heater thermostat is 
an essential investment for any tropical fish tank. The 
smaller the tank, the more necessary it becomes, since 
temperature fluctuations in a small tank are wider and 
occur more rapidly.

Those who follow us down the 
echoing corridors of ime will know 
us, possibly, throughhe ruins of our 
cities, our monumcts (Ah there, 
Ozymandias), the Ktal and con­ 
crete relics of our “ crilization,” but 
much more will be gianed from our 
wastebasket archeogy — match 
covers, product label bills, bounced 
checks, receipts, feeting cards, 
ticket stubs, paring tickets, 
diplom as, 
trave brochures, 


magazines. What will they discover 
when they open the tomb of King Fir- 
mankhamon a thousand years from 
now? A scattering of empty beer 
cans, a typewriter ribbon, a 
photograph of Raquel Welch.

(An 
owlish young friend of mine, by way 
of being an Old Testament scholar 
from Bosham, England, paused dur­ 
ing a recent tour of the J. Paul Getty 
Museum in Malibu and began to 
translate aloud the cuniform inscrip­ 
tions on some ancient Assyrian 
tablets. A crowd gathered around 
him, skeptical, amazed and amused, 
glancing from him to the clay tablets 


and back as he rattled off cargo lists 
and manifestos from merchant ship­ 
ping in the Meditterranean in the 
Seventh Century B.C. This was 
ephemera with a vengeance!) 
The American honcho of ephemera 
is one Calvin P. Otto, president of the 
Wood Fong Corp. (I am NOT making 
this up!) in Hoosick Falls, N.Y.

That’s 
what we’re trying to stop.” 

Christmas 
cards, theater programs, baseball 
scorecards, restaurant menus, love 
letters, your kid’s first-grade draw­ 
ings of Daddy and Mommy and My 
House? You’re an ephemerist and 
never knew it. 
Among the 4,000 items in Otto’s 
collection of ephemera are the Ox­ 
ford Gazette of 1665, and a poster 
from Italy in 1630 that warned of a 
plague in an Italian town. 
Maybe we are due for a poster 
about the plague of ephemera.

The term vegetablfat includes all 
fats that don’t comeom animals or 
animal products. Htce it includes 
safflower oil whh is low in 
saturated fat and gh in polyun­ 
saturated fat, and cconut oil, which 
is just the opposite, ifh in saturated 
fat and low in polyurtturated fat. If 
you want to limit sairated fat and 
use polyunsaturatedfat, don’t de­ 
pend on a food labethat just says 
vegetable fat — it i often coconut 
oil, saturated fat. 
The other point p<ple have trou­ 
ble with is understaiing that the fat 
in food is made uplf several dif­ 
ferent types of fat. hrt of the fat is 
saturated, part miounsaturated 
and some polyunsatfated fat. The 
ratio is important. Ifou want to eat 
food that contains it that is low in 
saturated fat and ratively high in 
polyunsaturated fat. ou will choose 
fish, or not quite s<good, poultry. 
The red meats tendto contain fat 


that is relatively low in polyun­ 
saturated fat. 
The number of letters about pea­ 
nut butter also attests to its place as 
an American favorite. Half the 
weight of peanut butter is FAT and 
about 20 percent of that fat is 
saturated fat. You would be better 
off to choose breast of chicken and 
eat chicken sandwiches if you want 
to limit your fat consumption.

You are in the age group for the peak 
rate of breast cancer (between 55 
and 74 years of age). When there, 
talk your Pap test question over with 
your doctor. 
Unless your ovaries were removed 
with your uterus, you should have an 
examination anyway, because 
ovarian cancer can still occur and is 
the fifth most common cause of 
cancer deaths in women in the same 
age group.

CAIR O, Egypt (A P) - 


New wealth from oil, the 
erosion of tradition and the 
influence of W estern 
movies and television 
programs have brought an 
upsurge of crime in the 
Arab world, Arab League 
criminologists say. 
They add that an accom­ 
panying trend is a sharp in­ 
crease in the illegal grow­ 
ing and smuggling of 
hashish. 
All of this, they point out, 


in the face of strict Islamic 
laws, which provide for 
such punishment as 100 
lashes in p u b lic fo r 
adultery and crucifixion 
for a highway robbery. Up 
to now, they say, Islamic 
law has kept the crime rate 
low in the Arab world. 
But the picture is chang­ 
ing, according to the 
criminologists in the Cairo- 
based Arab League Bureau 
for Crime Prevention — a 
watchdog body which 
monitors crime in the 21 
Arab League nations. 
I)r. Abdel Wahab al- 


Aishmawi, an Egyptian 
who heads the bureau, 
says, 
“ Sometimes while 


reading the reports you can 
almost see a replay of a 
m ovie you rem em ber. 
Television, which is in­ 
creasingly popular, is 
bringing modem life-styles 
to a region that has so far 
lived in the middle ages. 
American serials such as 


McMillan and Wife, Kojak. 
Six Million Dollar Man and 
P o lic e 
W om an 
are 


screened in many Arab 
countries. 
“ Studies indicate that 


television teaches the 
young that violence often 
succeed s 
and 
that 


problems can be solved by 
aggressive behavior,” said 
a recent comment in the 
Egyptian English-language 
Gazette. 
A ish m aw i and other 
criminologists agree that 
social and economic fac­ 
tors also account for the 
crime upsurge. 
“ Im agine a bit what 


would happen to an Eskimo 
if suddenly a booming 
economy and images of an 
exotic Parisian life were 
brought to him,” Aish­ 
mawi said. “ He is bound to 
pass through a period of 
imbalance.” 
In the conservative oil- 


rich countries, there are no 
restrictions on privately 
importing movies, books, 
or television casettes. 


“ So it has become a 


fashion for young men in 
Kuwait, for instance, to 
w atch p o rn o g rap h ic 
movies at home. Psy­ 


chologically they are not 
prepared for such scenes 
since they are very 
tradition-minded,” 
said 


one criminologist. “ Their 
government-run 
tele­ 
visions never show even a 
kissing scene. ” 
The Arab League study 


found that Kuwait had the 
highest rate of sex crimes 
among conservative Arab 
countries. There were 320 
cases of prositution and 
rape in 1972 but these in­ 
creased by an average of 49 
per cent over the following 
four years. 
The trend was up 


elsewhere too. Algeria 
reported an increase of 54 
per cent in the last four 
years over 2.190 such cases 


1972; Tunisia 191 per 
in ___ , 
cent up from 2,180; Libya 
83 per cent over 1.030. and 
Sudan 123 per cent up from 
865 cases in the same 
period. Only Egypt and 
Saudi Arabia reported de­ 
creases of 33 per cent and 5 
per cent respectively. 
The study showed that 


the new wave of crime also 
is closely linked to social 
development. For exam­ 
ple, it noted that an in­ 
creasing number of women 
are involved in petty thefts 
and shoplifting. It gave no 
figures but explained that 
in the past women stayed 
home, whereas now more 
and more of them have 
taken jobs. 


Thefts have increased in 


most Arab countries, said 
the report, even in oil-rich 
ones, such as the United 
Arab Emirates where all 
forms of theft shot up by an 
average 115 per cent in the 
four years after 1972, when 
there were 1,230 cases. The 
emirates, a group of seven 
sheikdoms, have a total 


population of about 700.000 
persons. 
“ When talking of oil-rich 


countries, one imagines 
that all the people there 
are wealthy, but that is not 
so.” said a Western 
businessman. “ There is a 
large class disparity in 
those regions. 
“ A tribal leader who 


once behaved humbly now 
flaunts his money because 
that has become a status 
symbol in a booming 
economy. Before oil prices 
quadrupled, following the 
1973 oil embargo, the Saudi 
Arabian economy was dor­ 
mant and life was dif­ 
ferent. The tribal leader 
always dissimulated his 
wealth and lived like the 
poorest of his subjects. The 
change is also evident in 
Kuwait and other Gulf 
countries.” he said. 
Increased crime in the 


Arab world “ is caused by 
the race towards moder­ 
nization after years of 
darkness,” said the re­ 
port. “ It has loosened pre­ 
viously tight family ties 
and given way to corrup­ 
tion and perversion. .. it 
has thrown, especially the 
younger generation, into 
the arms of crime.” 


“ Migration from villages 


to the city, poverty, il­ 
literacy plus the cultural 
turmoil and struggle that 
has resulted from the con­ 
tinual changes are inter­ 
mingling to give the pre­ 
sent picture,” the report 
said. 
The bureau plans to 


research the relation 
between crime and drug 
abuse soon. U.S. experts

Michael Davis of the U.N. 
International Narcotics 
Control Board, in a letter 
to league officials. 
He said research con­

in that region. 
“ It therefore seems pos­ 
sible that hashish smuggl­ 
ing from Lebanon may 
have paid for the import of 
firemarms there during 
the recent 19-month civil 
war and this helped extend 
the conflict,” Davis said. 
A separate study by the 


Arab League bureau shows 
that Morocco is now 
catching up with Lebanon, 
the traditional harshish ex­ 
porter to the Middle East 
and Europe. Growers in 
Lebanon say they have a 
monster crop of 100,000 
tons this year, and the 
report said Morocco 
produced 250 tons in 1976 
and output is rising. 


Hashish is also being 


planted in southern Sudan 
and it is spreading 
northward, said the report, 
adding that qat, a chewy 
leaf that has the properties 
of a mild amphetamine, 
and which is mainly grown 
in North Yemen has also 
found its way to East 
African shores and So­ 
malia. 
“ Some Arab countries 


tolerate the illegal planting 
of hashish because it is an 
invisible source of income 
to the government,” said 
Aishmawi. ‘‘Once in a 
while they arrest persons, 
but that is only for show. 
The quantities confiscated 
are known to be only 20 per

my son or his wife or both. 
I believe this usually hap­ 
pens when their parents 
have been drinking. One of 
their neighbors, an old and 
close friend of mine, tells 
me of fights they 
have, 
mostly on weekends. If I 
interfere* by reporting to 
the police or some other 
agency, my son and his 
wife would never see me 
and I ’d never see my 
grandchildren. What can I 
d o ?- T O .

DEAR TO.: You’re in a 
very difficult position It’s 
important for you to see 
your grandchildren and to 
keep the lines of com­ 
munication open with the 
parents. On the other hand, 
if you feel the children are 
in danger, if your friend 
reports to you that she 
feels they are, you may 
have to take some action 
You might eliminate a 
tot of the stress by offering 
to take the girls with you 
on weekends. You could 


make it seem unrelated to 
any problems of the 
parents. Just say you feel 
it would be a special 
privilege for you and the 
girls if you could have 
them come to you on F ri­ 
day afternoons and return 
home on Sundays. If this is 
when most of the drinking 
occurs, it might be helpful. 
If you ever have the op­ 
portunity, try to encourage 
your son and his wife to get 
professional help. You 
might also go to a center in 
your community for advice 
on this whole problem. 
They might be able to in­ 
tercede without your son 
and his wife ever knowing 
you had anything to do with 
it.

BROTHERS: My teen-age 
daughter seems to think 
it’s perfectly all right for 
her to carry on with boys 
and have sex.

LOS A N G ELES - The Game 
between the Rams and the Tampa 
B a y Bu can eers Sunday was 
everything you expected it to be. 
Nothing. 
Few the Rams, it was even less 
despite winning.

Starting guard Dennis Harrah, 
strong safety Dave Elmendorf and 
reserve linebacker Kevin McClain 
all joined injured wide receiver Ron 
Jessie oti the sidelines. 
Elmendorf has a fractured rib. 
However, he will be fitted with a 
special “ harness” that may permit 
him to play against Green Bay in 
Milwaukee Sunday. 
For Harrah. and possibly McClain, 
it is worse. 
Harrah apparently has ligament 
damage in his left knee and is ten­ 
tatively slated for surgery. McCain 
also injured a knee, but less is knowrn 
about the extent or type of damage. 
“ You can’t measure wins in terms 
of losing people,” said Rams coach 
Chuck Knox. “ You hate to lose peo­ 


ple anytime. But that s part of foot­ 
ball.” 
, 
“ It looks like Harrah is gone and 
we’ll have to wait and see about 
Elmendorf and McCain. The doctors 
should be able to tell us more 
tomorrow.” 
Greg Horton, a 6-4, 245-pound 
second-year player from Colorado, 
replaces the 6-5. 257-pound Harrah at 
right guard. 
Who will replace Harrah as the 
snapper for punts is uncertain 
Regular center Rich Saul snapped 
the ball on the last Ram punt of the 
game. Saul has been listed as the 
backup. 
On the positive side. Lawrence Mc- 
Cutcheo n and defensive tackle Cody 
Jones were awarded game balls Sun- 
dtiv 
McCutcheon. with 79 yards in 23 
carries, went over the 5.000-yard 
career mark. Jones sacked poor Jeb 
Blount, the Bucs’ fourth quarterback 
this season (Mike Boryla, Gary Huft 
and Randy Hedberg have all been in­ 
jured) three times. 
As for the game itself (trying to 
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stay positive), it could be said that it 
was played on a clear sunny 60- 
degree day . . . you could even see 
downtown Los Angeles. 
On such a day. 7,825 who had 
purchased tickets, chose to do 
something else leaving 45,493 who at­ 
tended to ( 1) catch up on their sleep. 
(2) amuse themselves in any way 
thev could devise (many spent most 
of the second half swatting a huge 
plastic football around) or, (3) watch 
the game which inevitably led back 
to (1). 


You see. aside from the fact that 
the Ram s won, the game was 
som ewhat less ex citin g than 
watching hair grow. 
Tampa Bay, a team averaging only 
6.6 points a game to begin with, 
failed to come within 6.6 points of its 
average. . 
The punchless Bucs didn’t cross 
midfield until 11 minutes, 14 seconds 
into the third quarter. By then the 
Rams led. 24-0. 
“ We saw an awful lot of our end ot 
the field,” Bucs coach John McKay 
was to admit later. 


McKay’s outmanned crew was in­ 
tercepted twice and lost the ball two 
more times on fumbles. Only three 
times did the Bucs manage to con­ 


vert third down situations into first 
downs. 
Tampa Bay s losing streak now is 
22 straight and closing in on the N FL 
record for consecutive losses held by 
the old Chicago (now St. Louis) Car­ 
dinals. 
The Bucs probably should have 
realized how things were going to go 
when the football fell off the tee on 
the opening kickoff. Neither the ball 
nor they were going anywhere. 
After a 3-0 first quarter (Ram s’ 
field goal), the crowd got excited 
when two bright, red airplanes flew 
over the Coliseum towing long ban­ 
ners. 
The first read, “ Fire the big am­ 
mo.” The second read, “ Play 
Ferragamo.”

Since Ferragamo was making his 
first appearance of the regular 
season, it wasn’t surprising that he 
couldn’t find anyone to hand off to on 
his first play. 
However, he settled down and suc­ 
cessfully handed off five straight 


times and then completed his first 
pass as a professional (17 yards to 
Charle Young). 
By this time, Ferragamo was so 
smooth that he ended up taking the 
Rams 52 yards to a touchdown with 
little-used Jim Jodat diving over 
from the one to score his first TD as 
a pro. 
It was a day for firsts. 
Punter Glen Walker threw and 
completed his first pass since getting 
out of the Marine Corps. It was in the 
second quarter with a fourth and six 
at the Bucs’ 37. 
Walker took the snap, ran to his 
left and completed a 13-yard pass to 
defensive back Jackie Wallace who 
had lined up as a tight end. 
“ He has the option to punt or run, 
gritted Knox. “ But if he runs, he’s 
supposed to make it. It didn t look 
like he was going to. so he threw the 
ball.” Knox, who does not like gim­

LAS VEGAS (A P)-Th e 
record book will show it as 
a knockout victory, but 
former heavyweight con­ 
tender Je rry Quarry’s 
comeback debut after a 32- 
month layoff was less than 
spectacular. 
Even Quarry. 32, admit­ 
ted Saturday after his 
ninth-round knockout vic­ 
tory over Lorenzo Zanon of 
Italy that his performance 
was “ terrible.” 
“ Oh, I was terrible — 2Mi 
years was a long time,” 
Quarry said as he took a 
long swig from a cold bot­ 
tle of beer after the fight. 
Zanon made Quarry look 
very bad. A „ check with 
judges and writers at 
ringside gave Zanon all of 
the first seven rounds, but 
Quarry managed to win a 
majority of the cards in the 
eighth round. 
But knowing he needed a 
knockout victory to 
salvage his future in the 
ring, Quarry bullied the 
Italian, putting him to the 
canvas three times in the 
ninth 
round, 
using 
haymaker rights and a few 
short lefts. 
“ I couldn’t do a damn 
thing.” Quarry said. “ I left 
it in the gym two years 
ago. 
“ This is the toughest 
fight in the world coming 
off a 2 v^year layoff.” 
The victory ran Quarry’s 
12-vear professional record 
to 51-84 and gave him his 
30th knockout. It was the 
first time Quarry had ever 
knocked out an opponent in 
the ninth round. The bout 
had been scheduled for 10. 
“ I've got to fight my way 
back into shape and that’s 
a start,” said Quarry, who 
will probably next fight in 
December. 
But even Quarry said he 
was 
having 
second 
thoughts about a comeback 
midway through the bout 
when nothing was going 
right, and shortly after 
Zanon had buckled his 
knees with a short left, 
Quarry said he asked his 
corner man: “ Do you think 
I was right doing this?” 
But even after the dis­ 
appointing showing Quarry 
said he felt good and is 
looking forward to more 
fights. 
“ When I get into physical 
shape 
I 
w ill 
fight 
anybody,” said the man 
who was the “ White Hope” 
of the 1960s. 
Champion Muhammed 
Ali, who watched the bout 
from ringside, was happy 
that Quarry won. 
“ I ’ve never felt so happy 
seeing another man win,” 
said the champ, who has 
twice knocked out Quarry.

Ali trying to 'duck' Norton? 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) 
— When the bell rang 
sending Ken Norton and 
Jimmy Young into action 
for the 14th round, Mu­ 
hammad Ali shouted from 
his ringside seat: “ I ’m 
tired of fighting Norton. 
Win. Jim m y!” 
But this time boxing’s 
leading mover and shaker 
didn't get his way. Instead, 
Ali will have to risk the 
heavyweight champion­ 
ship against Norton, who 
has given him three tough 
fights, or risk losing at 
least a share of the title by 
“ ducking" Norton. 
Norton put Ali on the 
spot by scoring a split deci­ 
sion over Young Saturday 
night in a 15-round fight 
sanctioned 
as 
a 
heavyweight elimination 
by the World Boxing Coun­ 
cil. 


Ali made the Norton- 
Young fight by suggesting 
he would meet the winner. 
But over the past several 
months, he has been saying 
he would need $12 million 
for such a fight. 
“ Now he (Ali) says he 
will fight the winner for 
the proper price,” said 
Norton’s manager, Bob 
Biron. “ Now his proper 
price is something no 
promoter will meet.” 
Promoter Don King 
hopes Ali w ill find $8 
million proper enough, for 
that is what he has offered 
the champ to meet Nor­ 
ton. Biron said he has 
given King 30 days to make 
the fight, and King said 
A li’s manager. Herbert 
Muhammad, and his at­ 
torney, Charles Lomax, 
were considering it. 
The WBC doesn’t care 
who Ali fights for or how 
much he fights for, only 
that he commit himself 
within 60 days to fight 
Norton within six months 
or be stripped of title 
recognition 


Should Ali refuse to fight 
Norton within 60 days, Jose 
Sulaiman, WBC president, 
said he would favor Norton 
being named WBC cham­ 
pion. Such action would 
require approval by the 
council, Sulaiman said. 
“ I would rather win it 
than have it given to me," 
said Norton. “ Naturally ... 
1 would accept it.” 
N orton’s 
vic to ry 
cemented his No. 1 ranking 
by the WBC and the World 
Boxing Association, which 
has not publicly threat­ 
ened to strip Ali. 
Young didn't hurt his No. 
2 ranking with the loss. In 
fact, many ringsiders 
thought he won. 
Young admitted he didn’t 
throw enough punches, 
something he would cor­ 
rect in a rematch, he said. 
Another change he would 
like would be “ officials 
who would give me the 
decision.” 
The two judges who 
voted for Norton, Jimmy 
Rondeau of Seattle and 
Raymond Baldeyrou of 
France, had Norton com­ 
fortably in front but called 
a total of 11 rounds even. 
Art Lurie of Las Vegas, 
who favored Young, saw 
only one round as being 
even. 
The point totals, under 
the 10-point must system, 
were 147-143 by Rondeau 
and Baldeyrou and 144-142 
by Lurie. The Associated 
Press favored Norton 143- 
142. 


Norton stuck to his fight 
plan, which was to pres­ 
sure Young and to work to 
the body. Equally impor­ 
tant for Norton was that he 
did not become frustrated 
bv the elusive Young’s 
moving and clutching tac­ 
tics. 
Young said Norton’s 
body punches didn’t hurt 
him. But there’s no 
doubting they were impor 


tant point-gainers for 
Norton. 
Baldeyrou scored the 
sixth round 10-8 for Norton, 
making it the only two- 
point round of the fight, in 
which neither fighter was 
ever close to going down. 


Norton, 215'^, of Los 
Angeles, won for the 40th 
time against four losses. 
Young, 213, of Philadel­ 
phia, now has a 24-6-2 
mark. 
A crowd of about 4,500, 
which was studded with 


stars of boxing and show 
business, and a national 
television 
audience, 
watched the fight at 
Caesars Palace for which 
Norton was paid $1.75 
m illion and Young $1 
million.

PIONEER SET 
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Study shows trillions 
of dollars to be lost, 
unless U.S. jobless 
rate sharply reduced 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Unemployment in the United 
States will cost the economy trillions of dollars in output 
and potential tax revenues by the end of this century un­ 
less joblessness is sharply reduced, according to a new 
study. 
The study, released Sunday by the Exploratory Project 
for Economic Alternatives, was highly critical of the 
nation's recent leaders for allegedly trying to explain high 
unemployment, rather than taking steps to reduce it. 


“Our national debate today is focused on the sad ques­ 
tion of how high an unemployment rate we must accept, 
rather than on how low a rate we could achieve were we 
to make it our priority,” said the study. 
The nation’s jobless rate was 7 percent in October, vir­ 
tually unchanged from April. The report said that not too 
many years ago a 2 percent rate was considered realistic. 
In an attem pt to assess the cost of high unemployment, 
the study said the nation could lose $6 trillion in potential 
economic output and $1.3 trillion in federal taxes in the 
next 25 years if the jobless rate averages 5.5 percent, in­ 
stead of a hypothetical 2 percent. 


That has been the average unemployment rate for most 
of the post-war period, the study said. If joblessness were 
to average 6.5 percent, the report added, the cost could be 
$7 trillion in the nation’s potential gross national product 
and $1.5 trillion in taxes. 
The study said that if the United States had succeeded 
in lowering unemployment to the levels achieved by most 
European nations in the past 20 years, output would have 
increased $3.6 trillion, with an additional $750 billion in 
tax money. 
In a statement released with the study, the project 
directors, Gar Alperovitz and Jeff Faux, said the nation is 
now on a course that will bring lower growth rates, 
chronic inflation and unemployment, international 
economic rivalry and shortages. 
“This prospect threatens not only our living standards 
but our political stability ... whatever has been their 
usefulness in the past, many of our most fundamental 
economic institutions are no longer adequate to meet the 
dangers and opportunities ahead,” they said. 
The exploratory project is a private, non-profit study 


group which sponsors said “ was established to help de­ 
term ine how we Am ericans might reorganize our 
economic system around new principles of democracy, 
cooperation, fairness, decentralization and the efficient 
and conserving use of resources.” 
In another economic report released Sunday, a group of 
14 international economists expressed concern about the 
high rate of unemployment throughout the world. 
“ A number of countries have followed policies that 
have had a severely restrictive effect on output growth,” 
the economists said, without mentioning any country by 
name. 
The economists, representing Japan, Europe, the 
United States and Canada, included Bruce K. MacLaury, 
president of the Brookings Institution, one of the sponsor­ 
ing organizations, and Paul McCracken, former chairman 
of the President’s Council of Economic Advisers during 
the administration of Richard M. Nixon. 
They expressed concern over an economic slowdown 
throughout most of the industrialized world that started 
in the spring, and noted that the outlook for 1978 was “ not 
optimistic.” 
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New tank 
unveiled 
by Russ 
in parade 


MOSCOW (AP) - The Soviet 
government marked the 60th an­ 
niversary of the Bolshevik Revolu­ 
tion today with its biggest Red 
Square military parade in years, in­ 
cluding the first public display of the 
new T-72 tank and two new artillery 
pieces 
With the tem perature at freezing 
point, President Leonid I. Brezhnev 
and other Kremlin leaders reviewed 
the parade from atop the Lenin mau­ 
soleum. There were some 330 tanks, 
guns, missiles and vehicles, double 
the number shown last year, and 
more than 100,000 war veterans and 
workers poured through the ban­ 
nered square in tight columns after 
the military display. 
Workers sang, chanted slogans and 
held aloft posters and banners pledg­ 
ing increased factory production and 
loyalty to the Communist Party. 
Patriotic songs and slogans sounded 
from loudspeakers. 
In a speech to the thousands of 
troops m assed in the sq u are, 
Defense Minister Dmitri F. Ustinov 
said the Soviet defense potential is 
“at such a level as to discourage 
anyone who may risk disturbing our 
peaceful life.” 
It was the first time that tanks and 
other tracked vehicles participated 
in the parade since 1974.

About 45 persons were injured

Twenty youngsters, children of 
students or faculty members at the 
Toccoa Falls Bible College, were 
among those who died when the 
floodwaters hit at 1:30 a.m. Sunday. 
Most of the other victims were stu­ 
dents or teachers at the college. Two 
volunteer firemen who were trying 
to reach the college’s housing area to 
give the only warning of the flood 
also died 
Some of the students who died 
were trapped in a four-story men’s 
dormitory, which had 40 residents. 
Twelve of the 45 persons injured 
were hospitalized 
The path of destruction was 
described as about 2 Mi miles long and 
1,500 feet wide, most of it near the 
area where a creek, fed by a reser­ 


voir, makes a sharp turn at the foot 
of two hills in the campus com­ 
munity called Toccoa Falls, about 
two miles outside the northeastern 
Georgia community of Toccoa.

T he S ta te D e p a rtm e n t a n ­ 
nouncement today of C arter’s deci­ 
sion confirms earlier reports that the 
president was going to scrap the tour 
of nine nations. The announcement 
also indicated Carter would make 
the trip later. 
The announcement by Secretary of 
State Cyrus R. Vance said the 
governments of the nine nations had 
been informed of C arter’s decision 
over the weekend 
C a rte r indicated in his post­ 
ponem ent m essage to the nine 
foreign governments that he hoped a 
mutually convenient date could be 
found for a visit in the “ near future,” 
according to Vance's statement 
Carter had been scheduled to visit 
Venezuela. Brazil, Nigeria, Saudi 
Arabia. Iran. India. Poland. France, 
and Belgium from Nov. 22 to Dec 2. 
C arter asserted in his post­ 


ponement message that his personal 
involvement was vital to the develop­ 
ment of sound energy legislation, 
Vance said. 
Vance added that C arter con­ 
siders passage of the adm inis­ 
tration’s energy program “crucial to 
the over-all health of the American 
economy and of great importance to 
all energy-producing and energy-con­ 
suming nations.” 
Carter had said repeatedly that he 
would postpone his planned travels if 
Congress was still considering his 
energy program. 
The four-continent trip was to have 
included visits to the four leading 
sources of U.S. oil imports. The four 
— Iran. Saudi Arabia, Venezuela and 
Nigeria — are m em bers of the 
O rganization of Petroleum E x­ 
porting Countries. 
Carter had been expected to press 
the OPEC members to hold fhe line 
ini prices, arguing that any price hike 
would endanger the world economy. 
The 13-nation members of OPEC 
meet in Venezuela next month to 
weigh a possible price increase.

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Smog-cancer study findings 
were wrong says researcher 


Official will seek 
retraction from 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - A re­ 
searcher, who worked on a study link­ 
ing strikingly high lung cancer rates 
in south-central Los Angeles to in­ 
dustrial air pollution now says the 
study was wrong. 
Dr. Malcolm C. Pike, one of six in­ 
vestigators in the University of 
Southern California study, said Sun­ 
day the high incidence of lung cancer 
in south-central Los Angeles is “to­ 
tally — not partially but totally — ex­ 
plainable by occupation. These peo­ 
ple are just doing nasty jobs." 
Additional research has shown the 
relationship between industrial 
pollution and the high cancer rate to 
be merely coincidental. Pike said. 
The USC study, results of which 
appeared in two scientific journals in 
1974 and 1975, found the lung cancer 
death rate among white males in 
south-central Los Angeles was more 
than one-third greater than in the 
rest of the country. 
Asked if the study had been up­ 
dated. Pike said: “Yes. I can update 
it. It isn't true." 
Pike, a statistician at the USC 
Medical School's pathology depart­ 


ment, said the on-the-job exposure 
theory helps explain why the high 
lung cancer rates were observed 
among men and not women. 
He said the USC researchers 
revised their original conclusions 
after interviewing hundreds of lung 
cancer patients and healthy resi­ 
dents in south-central Los Angeles 
and additional cancer patients in 
areas of western Los Angeles where 
the air is cleaner. 
The revised findings conflict with a 
recent assertion by state Air 
Resources Board Chairman Tom 
Quinn that industrial air pollution — 
particularly from oil refineries — 
appeared to be responsible for a ris­ 
ing lung cancer death rate in the I»s 
Angeles and San Francisco Bay 
areas. 
In a San Francisco speech, Quinn 
said last week that a newly com­ 
pleted ARB analysis contains 
statistics showing lung cancer was 
twice as common in Los Angeles and 
the Bay Area as in the nation as a 
whole and five times higher than in 
similar urban areas. 


Invention will increase 
solar power efficiency 


PASADENA (AP) - A device to 
increase efficiency of solar power 
units by concentrating sun rays bet­ 
ter than conventional lenses has been 
developed by California Institute of 
Technology chemists. 


The invention, called a planar 
collector, consists of a sheet of tran­ 
sparent plastic permeated with 
several kinds of special fluorescent 
dyes, a Caltech scientist said Sun­ 
day. Normal lenses focus sunlight on 
solar cells for conversion into elec­ 
tricity. 


However, when sunlight shines 
onto the plastic planar collector, so- 
called “donor" dye molecules absorb 
rays of wavelengths outside the 
range that can be efficiently ab­ 
sorbed by conventional lenses. 
The device was developed by 
Ahmed Zewail. assistant professor of 
chemical physics, graduate student 
Barry Schwartz and Terry Cole, a 
Fairchild Scholar visiting Caltech 
from the Ford Motor Co. 
Zewail said the device works on 
principles of light-trapping dis­ 
covered years ago. 
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Reader's Digest 
SACRAMENTO (AP) - Cali­ 
fornia Health Director Mario Obledo 
has requested the Reader's Digest to 
retract what it said about him in an 
article on the Mexican Mafia. 
Obledo released copies of his letter 
Sunday It also requested an apology. 
At the same time, Obledo released 
a summary of a state Department of 
Justice report saying there is no 
evidence of Mexican Mafia involve­ 
ment in any East Los Angeles drug 
abuse program except Get Going. 
The manager of Get Going was 
Michael Delia, who with three other 
persons is charged with murder in 
the death of his estranged wife, Ellen 
Delia. 
Mrs. Delia’s body was found near 
the Sacram ento airport last 
February. She had reportedly been 
on her way to tell Obledo’s depart­ 
ment about possible corruption in the 
publicly funded programs. 
The Reader’s Digest article im­ 
plies a link between Obledo and 
Rafael “Chispas" Sandoval, head of 
the Community Concern drug abuse 
program in East Los Angeles. It says 
officials believe Sandoval has close 
friends in organized crime. 
Obledo’s letter said the state has 
never provided financial or other 
asistance to Community Concern, 
and he denied being a "supporter" of 
Sandoval. 
He said he met Sandoval in a 
legislator’s office, had visited Com­ 
munity Cncern during an “open 
house" last year, and attended a 
reception for the program given by 
the president of the Lincoln Heights 
Chamber of Commerce. 
Gov. Edmund Brown Jr.’s legal 
aide. J. Anthony Kline, earlier wrote 
Reader’s Digest asking for retrac­ 
tion of “the allegations and im­ 
plications” concerning Obledo. 
The Sacramento Bee has said 
Brown, expected to run for re- 
election next year, fears political 
harm from any scandal or corruption 
related to the programs.

Roennndinc to Killanin’s remarks 
LOS ANGELES (AP) - In­ 
ternational Olympics Committee 
President Lord Killanin has dis­ 
closed that Los Angeles will name its 
official 1984 Olympic organizing 
committee even before being for­ 
mally awarded the games next May. 
His disclosure was confirmed by 
city officials. It indicated that Los 
Angeles’ selection by the IOC as the 
site of the 1984 summer games is al­ 
ready regarded as a certainty. No 
other city has bid for the Games. 


Killanin said he advised the city's 
Olympic representatives to name the 
panel which will run the games as 
soon as possible, and that he expects 
this will be done as early as the end 
of January. 
The Irish lord also outlined a com­ 
promise plan for Los Angeles to set­ 
tle its relations with the U.S. Olym­ 
pics Committee by agreeing to give 
the panel part of the proceeds from 
sales of commemorative Olympic 
coins and other souvenirs. 


Dymally critical of state colleges' 
decision on minority scholarships 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Lt. Gov. 
Mervyn Dymally has sent a scathing 
letter to California State Univer­ 
sities and Colleges Chancellor Glenn 
S. Dumke attacking the system s 
decision to halt its participation in a 
private scholarship program for 
minority engineering students. 
The decision, announced in 
September, was based on a legal opi­ 
nion from the colleges’ general 
counsel concluding that such par­ 
ticipation ran counter to the Califor­ 
nia Supreme Court’s controversial 
Bakke decision. 
In his letter, dated Oct. 28, Dymal­ 
ly asked Dumke: "Are we going to 
run the CSUC system with sound 
educational policy, or questionable 
legal opinions?" 
The scholarship program is 
financed by the National Fund for 
Minority Engineering Students, a 
New York City-based non-profit 
organization supported by corporate 
and foundation grants. 
Its scholarships, ranging from $250 
to $2,000 annually, are reserved for 
students of black, M exican- 
A m erican, Puerto R ican or 
American Indian descent. 
There are 58 students enrolled in 
California state colleges under the 


program in campuses at Northridge, 
Fullerton, Long Beach and Los An­ 
geles. 
Arrangements reportedly have 
been made for them to continue in 
school this academic year using the 
scholarship funds, and after that to 
receive money funneled through a 
private foundation without official 
participation by the state system. 


Ellsberg calls 
for 'war' against

LA JOLLA (AP) — Daniel 
Ellsberg is urging collegians to cam­ 
paign for abolition of nuclear 
weapons by using “all the methods 
we used to end the Vietnam War.’

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Northtown murders 
Deputies' sweep 
nabs 15 suspects

In the wake of two recent murders, 
numerous felonious assaults and am­ 
bushes on sheriff’s cars, a large con­ 
tingent of San Bernardino County 
sheriff’s deputies made a sweep of 
old Northtown in Cucamonga Sunday 
night, arresting 15 persons. 
Participating in the extra “ heavy 
saturation patrols’’ were more than 
60 sheriff's deputies, a sheriff's 
helicopter and investigators armed 
with more than 40 on sight arrest 
warrants. The patrols began about 7 


p.m. after several shots were 
reported fired into the El Charro Bar 
near 24th Street and Turner Avenue. 
There were no injuries reported. 
Sheriff’s Chief Inspector Floyd 
Tidwell said the five-hour saturation 
patrols resulted in the arrest of 11 
persons from the Northtown area 
and the detention and arrest of five 
illegal aliens. 
Tidwell said the special patrols 
were planned because of more than 
77 felony incidents in the Northtown 
area involving firearms or other 
weapons since early this year. The

The conspiracy conviction in­ 
cluded a plot to kill Arizona At­ 
torney General Bruce Babbitt and A1 
“ King Alfonso” Lizanetz, 51, a 
former employee of wealthy liquor 
wholesaler Kemper Mar ley Sr 
Robison and Dunlap face possible 
execution by gas when Superior 
Court Judge Howard Thompson 
sentences them Dec. 6. 
Bolies was fatally injured June 2,

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
silver screen presents 
everything in one dimen­ 
sion. There they are, flit­ 
ting images of light and 
shadow, flickering in color 
or black and white — a 
multitude of make-believe 
characters dancing for our 
delight. 
But they were real peo­ 
ple, too. And like the rest 
of us, they die with a 
greater finality than the 
curtain closing in the 
theater. 
Evelyn Mack Truitt, an 
executive secretary to the 
president of a multi-billion- 
dollar firm, has made their 
lives her hobby and has 
compiled a book, “ Who 
Was Who On Screen,” a 
compendium of everyone 
and anyone on film who 
died between 1905 and 1975. 


For her, it’s a labor of 
love. It has to be because 
so far she hasn’t made a 
dime from her venture. 
But the Second Edition 
with 9,000 entries, half 
again more than the first, 
is on the press, and she is 
proud of it. It is a useful 
reference, with complete 
screen credits for each 
entry. 
Where else would you 
discover that Namu, the 
whale, drowned? Or that 
Petey, the faithful little 
dog with the ring around 
his eye who starred in 
“ Our Gang” comedies, and 
as Tige in the Buster 
Brown films, was poisoned 
by arsenic at the age of 
seven? He was the son of a 
bull terrier named Pal who 
also appeared in screen 
comedies. 
Leafing through some 
9,000 personalities, animal 


and human, is a trip to the 
stars of yesteryear, a visit 
to the sad land of mor­ 
tality. There is a certain 
symmetry to some lives 
when they appear in print. 
For instance, Reginald 
Denny (“ Lost Patrol” , the 
Bulldog Drummond and 
Sherlock Holmes films, 
“ The Secret Life of Walter 
Mitty,” “ Mr. Blandfhgs 
Builds His Dream House” ) 
w as born in Su rrey , 
England, in 1891 and died 
in Surrey, England in 1967, 
of a stroke. 
Barry Fitzgerald, the 
lovable old Irishman from 
“ How Green Was My 
Valley,” “ Bells of St. 
M ary’s , ” “ Going My 
Way,” “ The Quiet Man,” 
w as born in D ublin, 
Ireland, in 1888 and died 
there in 1961. His real 
name was William Joseph 
Shields, and he was the 
brother of Arthur Shields, 
“ D rum s 
Along The 
Mohawk,” “ Gentleman 
Jim ,” “ L assie Come 
H om e,” 
“ N atio n al 
Velvet.” 
L assie, incidentally, 
lived 18 years but only 


m ade th ree m ov ies. 
Everything after 1946 
featured other collies 
called Lassie. 
“ Who Was Who” recalls 
the forgotten obituaries 
and quietly reminds the 
reader of the fragility of 
life. Son» 32 screen actors 
and actresses died in falls 
— notably Jeffrey Hunter 
who fell down the stairs at 
home, and Cass Daley who 
fell against a coffee table 
and a splinter pierced her 
neck. 
Some 32 more died of 
burns or smoke inhalation, 
including Linda Darnell 
who was sleeping on a sofa 
of a friend’s house in 
Chicago when a cigarette 
started a fire, Russian- 
born Maria Ouspenskaya, 
victim of a similar mishap 
in her home, and cowboy 
actor Buck Jones who died 
rescuing people from the 
Coconut Grove fire in 
Boston in 1942. 
Among those who died in 
auto accidents are Jayne 
Mansfield, Tom Mix, Ernie 
Kovacs, Jam es Dean, 
Percy Kilbride, Belinda 
Lee and Herb Shriner. 
Nearly 50 died of dnig 
overdoses, including Nick 
Adams, Pier Angeli, Lenny 
Bruce, Dorothy Dandrige, 
Judy Garland, Chester 
Morris, George Sanders, 
Gia Scala, Everett Sloane, 
Inger Stevens and Dinah 
Washington. Sanders left a 
note saying he was bored. 
Sloane feared he was los­ 
ing his sight. 
“ I didn’t speculate any­ 
where,” Evelyn Truitt 


says. “ Some of those like 
Marilyn Monroe, you don’t 
know if she committed 
suicide or not. Unless I 
could find it somewhere in 
print or in af death certifi­ 
cate, I made no mention of 
possible suicide.” 
There are more than 100 
suicides listed. There are 
at least 24 who died in 
w ars, including Glenn 
Miller. 
Four actresses died in 
childbirth. Some 60 actors 
and actresses died in plane 
crashes, including Wiley 
Post, a stunt flyer in 
Hollywood, Carole Lom­ 
bard, Audie Murphy, Dick 
Powell, Earl Carroll and 
Will Rogers, who perished 
with Post in Alaska. 
More than 30 listed in the 
book were murdered, in­ 
cluding Karyn Kupcinet, 
Sharon Tate, Carl Switzer 
who played Alfalfa in “Our 
Gang” comedies, and Leon 
Trotsky, the old Bolshevik 
who appeared in a 1914 film 
called, “ My O fficial 
Wife.” 
Sorting out the cause of 
death was a real problem 
in many instances. Some 
cases still are under police 
in vestigation . Evelyn 
Truitt took the safest and 
so m etim es the m ost 
charitable route. 
For instance, Albert 
Dekker, the character ac­ 
tor, Broadway star and 
one-time California as­ 
semblyman, was found, 
according to news stories, 
hanging by a rope from a 
shower rod, bound ahd 
handcuffed, with two 


hypodermic needles in his 
body. The bathroom door 
was locked from the inside. 
The coroner ruled the 
death was accidental, 
nevertheless. 
Evelyn Truitt duly lists it 
as that, as she does the 
long procession of cancer 
deaths and heart ailments. 


She began the work when 
a sister-in-law died and left 
her voluminous scrap 
books of old newspaper and 
magazine clippings on 
Hollywood stars. But since 
then thousands of hours of 
research have expanded 
the work multifold. 


In her book she has 
recorded the fleeting 
screen appearances of 
even bit players, from Ty 
Cobb to Sen. Everett 
D irksen. But here in 
graven little paragraphs, 
punctuated with sem i­ 
colons and commas are the 
lives that still seem real 
when old movies parade by 
,n the television screen. 
It is one thing to realize 
that Errol Flynn, dashing 
to the attack in “ Charge of 
the Light Brigade,” swing­ 
ing from a tree as Robin 
Hood, piloting a fragile 
craft in “ Dawn Patrol,” is 
dead. But it is quite 
another to learn that he 
was born on the remote 
Pacific Island of Tas­ 
mania and still found his 
way to Hollywood 
dom, playing among othei 
roles Essex to Betty Davis 
Queen Elizabeth. He died 
of course, in 1959 of a hear 
attack. 


“ Perhaps it is just as 


well,” Evelyn Truitt says 
with resignation. “ If he 
had lived he would be 68 
now. We remember him as 
he was.”

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Indians' 
Jroots' 
leading

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) 
- When C h ristoph er 
( 'olumbus pronounced the 
inhabitants of the New 
World “ Indians,” a re­ 
searcher says he may not 
have been mistaken after 
all. 
Dr. Joseph B. Mahan re­ 
searched the matter here 
and abroad, and he con­ 
cludes that members of 
certain tribes now living in 
Oklahoma are direct 
descendants of people who 
established a flourishing 
civilization in India more 
than 50 centuries ago. 
Mahan, 56, is executive 
director of a historic 
reconstruction project 
near Lumpkin, Ga., called 
Westville Village. 
He 
and 
his 
wife, 
Kathryn, a musicologist, 
received a grant for a five- 
month study in Pakistan 
and India, tracing sim­ 
ilarities among American 
Indians and ancient 
civilizations of the Indus 
Valley. 
Writing in the autumn is­ 
sue of Oklahoma Today, 
the official state magazine, 
Mahan claim s to have 
found “ positive” evidence 
linking the cultures and 
supporting migrations to 
America. 
Mahan says he has dis­ 
covered that the names of 
peoples who inhabited the 
Bronze Age cities now 
c a l l e d H ar a p p a and 
Mohenjo-daro coincide in 
at least a dozen cases with 
names of American Indian 
tribes or 16th century In­ 
dian settlements found by 
European explorers. 
Besides the linguistic 
ties. Mahan says there are 
also significant parallels 
between American Indians 
and the Indus Valley 
civilization in physical 
characteristics, 
pottery 
and craft work, style of 
d r e s s and r e l i g i o u s 
philosophy. 
But he says the most con­ 
vincing similarity is 
among the names the peo­ 
ples called themselves. 
American Indian tribes 
including the Yuchi, 
Shawnee. Sac and Fox, 
Creeks and Cherokees 
were almost certainly 
d e s c e nd e d fr om the 
wandering remnants of the 
Indus Valley civilization, 
Mahan says. 
Writing a doctoral dis­ 
sertation at the University 
of North Carolina, Mahan 
says he became convinced 
that the Yuchi brought a 
“ fully developed and 
highly 
sophisticated” 
culture into the southeast­ 
ern United States from 
somewhere outside the 
area. 
After his research in In­ 
dia and Pakistan, Mahan 
says he is now sure that 
culture was developed in 
the Indus Valley. 
“ I have long been con­ 
vinced 
that 
some 
American Indians were 
part of a worldwide bronze 
age culture,” Mahan says. 
He 
s u g g e s t s 
that 
representatives of the 
Indus Valley culture, who 
he describes as “ people of 
the sea,” could have sailed 
by established routes to the 
southeastern United States 
5,000 years ago. 
It was during past 
studies of the Yuchi now in 
northeast Oklahoma, and 
his research in Pakistan 
and India from January to 
May this year, that Mahan 
says he came across the 
“ good, valid, historical 
information” he needed to 
link the peoples now a 
hemisphere apart

WOLF CREEK, Mont. 
(AP) — The skulls of a 
prehistoric bear and musk 
ox thought to be up to 
13,000 years old have been 
found in the farthest reces­ 
ses of a cave on the slopes 
of the Continental Divide. 
Neither species was 
known to have existed in 
Montana. 
The skulls were ex­ 
cavated last month by Dr. 
William G. Melton of the 
University of Montana 
Geology Department from 
a cavern that has primitive 
Indian drawings at its 
opening. 
“To put it mildly, it’s ex­ 
trem ely 
interesting,” 
Melton said. “It wiU add to 
what we know of the very 
late Plestocene era. It 
looks like it’s important 
enough that something 
could be done with it.” 
He estimated the skulls, 
which have not yet been 
carbon-dated, to be 9,000 to 
13,000 years okl. 
The bear skull, parts of it 
as brittle as charred paper, 
was brought out of the cave 
only after it was given 
several coats of shellac. 
Portions of it shattered, 
but Melton is reconstruc­ 
ting them. 
“The bear turns out to be 
closest to Ursus arctos 
Middendorffi, the big 
brown, or kodiak bear,” he 
said. “They don’t occur in 
this area at all any more. 
We didn’t know until this 
that they ever did.” 
The musk ox, he said, is 
Symbos cavifrons. known 
as the woodland musk ox. 
“Previously some were 
found around Pocatello, 
Idaho — along American 
Lake — and they have been 
found fairly commonly in 
the eastern part of the 
United States - Michigan, 
Iowa, Ohio. There were 
quite a few of them along 
the front of the ice sheet.” 
During the Pleistocene 
period, great masses of ice 
spread across the conti­ 
nent. The skulls might 
never hatfe been found had 
it not been for this year’s 
drought in the Northwest. 
The cave is on the ranch 
of Tag and Lyla Rittel. 
Three generations of the 
family have explored the 
cavern. Some of its rooms 
could enclose» the Rittell 
ranch house, but the depths 
are below water. 


After a year of drought, 
the water level dropped, 
disclosing a narrow tunnel 
coursing downward, then 
leading upward to the 
chamber where the skulls 
were found. 
Spelunkers on a mapping 
expedition in July noticed 
the bear skull, lying on a 
muddy slope, and Rittel s 
son John, 21, and Jon 
Capaldi of Helena began 
exploring. 
On Aug. 14, young Rittel 


saw w hat appeared to be a 
la r g e , curving horn 
pointing downward from a 
wall at the top of the 
chamber. 
“ It was gigantic,” 
Capaldi recalled of his first 
0 
pse of the musk ox 
i. 
Melton's measurements 
show the musk ox skull is 
three feet long, about three 
inches shorter than the 
largest of its variety ever 
found, he said. “A good 


specimen, but not excep­ 
tionally large.” 
“There is evidence of 
other bones and things in 
the cave,” Melton said, 
“but we haven’t done any 
excavating yet. 


He said he found parts of 
another bear skull, along 
with the fragments of an 
animal somewhat larger 
than a beaver and some 
other bones not yet iden­ 
tified.

Nathan and his students 
at the St. Paul Open School 
filed complaints against 
local companies and 
achieved installation of

Police in Fort Worth at­

summer class of "clinical 
government’’ students. 
All of the programs

LEAA grants support

Pacific State moves 
to meet federal rules 


Health, safety and staffing changes 
needed to gain resumption of funding 


By VONNE ROBERTSON 
PB Staff Writer 
Since Pacific State Hospital was 
notified on Aug. 1 of the decertifica­ 
tion of its skilled nursing wings 
because of health, safety and staffing 
violations, there has been a massive 
effort to meet federal standards by 
Jan. 1. 1978. 
Harry Lewis, executive director, 
said that since the hospital was 
notified in August that, in fact, it had 
lost the certification of the wings last 
Jan. 1, there have been a number of 
changes. 
Hospital personnel are meeting 
with county and state inspectors at 
least once a week to rectify 
problems, secure additional person­ 
nel and work out programs for up­ 
grading the facilities to meet federal 
standards. 
“Actually the problem started nine 
years ago when the state set up 
programs to obtain federal funding, 
explained Lewis. “Then, in 1976, the 
Little Hoover Commission in the 
state said that state hospitals should 
meet the same certification stan­ 
dards as applied to private sector 
facilities.” 
Pacific State Hospital, along with 
Fairview, Agnews and Napa state 
hospitals, have lost federal funds 
totaling about $i.6 million a month 
since state licensing and certifica­ 
tion chief Don Hauptman refused to 
sign them off as meeting new stan­ 
dards for in term ed iate care 
facilities. 
in addition, the federal govern 
ment is now trying to determine if 
California should pay back some 
$10.5 million in federal funds 
allocated to Pacific. Fairview and 
Agnews hospitals between January 
and August of this year. 
If the state hospitals are not 
brought in line with the require­ 
ments of federal certification, the 
state stands to lose more than $52 
million a year in federal funds, 
liewis said 
Officials within the state hospital 
system blame former Gov. Ronald 
Reagan and Gov! Edmund Brown Jr. 
for vetoing funds to allow the 
hospitals to hire the staff and make 
other physical improvements which 
would help meet the federal cer­ 
tification requirements. 
Lewis estimates it would cost 
aboui $20 million to bring all 11 state 
hospitals in compliance with the 
standards 
“But, unless the standards are 
met, the state will lose those 
millions in federal funds,’ added 
T ammo 


In Los Angeles County, state 
licensing is subcontracted to the 
county. This affects procedures at 
Pacific State and Metropolitan 
hospitals. 
“We are making good progress, 
said Lewis. “ In the last three 
months, we have hired three phar­ 
macists, bringing the total to five. 
We have added two more food ad­ 
ministrators and are still seeking 
three more to reach a goal of seven. 
Victor Gittens, clinical director at 
Pacific S tate, reported th at 
numerous changes have been made 
in staffing procedures to better 
utilize the existing professional 
workers. 
Lewis said the hospital needs about 
35 additional professional staffers, 
such as physical therapists, speech 
therapists, psychologists and social 
workers, to bring it up to the ideal 
level. 
In addition, another 130 to 150 non­ 
professional workers are needed. 
Because of the wide range of 
salaries. Lewis could give no es­ 
timate on the salary budget this 
* would require. 
Gittens noted that Pacific State 
has additional problems with its 
physical plant due to the age of the 
sprawling. Spanish-styled hospital 
“Our wards were built when health 
care standards were less stringent 
and when many of our patients 
required less physical care. 
At one time, the Pomona facility - 
housed 3.500 mentally retarded 
adults and children Then, during 
Reagan s administration, a move 
developed to remove mentally 
retarded patients from state 
hospitals and place them in com­ 
munity care facilities near their 
homes when possible. 
While the census at Pacific State 
Hospital is 1.625. these residents are 
severely disabled and require special 
care. 
Lewis said the hospital does not 
have the space to provide many of 
the educational, recreational and 
physical programs now required to 
meet the federal standards. 
“Some of these improvements 
have been in the state budget for 
years, and continue to be included, 
but when they will be funded is 
anybody’s guess.” added the hospital 
director. 
“ We need 10 additional classrooms 
right now." 
l>ewis and Gittens both state that 
the quality of care at the hospital has 
improved over the past years, but 
that federal standards have also 
rhaniypd

Having waged war for years against criminals, 
the country now seems equally determined to cb 
something for the victims of violent crime. 
At least 20 states, including California, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and Tennessee, compensate 
crime victims for the injuries they suffer or the in­ 
come they lose. 
More than 20 states — with Colorado being the 
prime example — operate restitution programs in 
which convicted criminals are required to pay the 
people they’ve robbed or cheated along the way. 
Just last month, the House of Representatives 
passed a bill that would reimburse states for up to 
25 percent of the first $25,000 they pay to victims of 
violent crime. 
Given a choice, it would seem preferable that the 
federal government stay out of the crime compen­ 
sation business except when federal crimes are in­ 
volved. Most crimes, after all, are covered by state 
rather than federal law. 
It also would be wiser, when possible, to require 
restitution by the criminal himself rather than shift 
the financial burden to the taxpayers, who have 
plenty of other bills to pay. 
However they’re carried out, though, programs 
for aiding crime victims have obvious merit and 
should be encouraged. Many victims are elderly 
people on limited incomes. Others are so badly hurt 
they’re unable to work for long periods of time. 
One of the more effective restitution programs is 
operating in Hamilton County, Ohio, which includes 
the city of Cincinnati. In that program, young 
criminals work (under close supervision) in parks 
and other public facilities and repay their victims 
with the money they earn. 
This approach makes more sense than simply tos­ 
sing youthful lawbreakers in jail, where they can do 
little or nothing to learn a trade or repair the 
damage they’ve done.

The British government has begun unwrapping 
the details of one of the best-kept secrets of World 
War II. Summaries of 70,000 messages between 
Berlin and German commanders in the field, which 
had been intercepted by British intelligence s fan­ 
tastic Operation IJltra, are being made available to 
historians and journalists for the first time. 
The story of how Ultra geniuses cracked the 
German secret code by duplicating the Nazis’ 
Enigm a encoding m achine becam e public 
knowledge some time ago. But the 70.000 messages 
are the first to be released from a file that began to 
be accumulated as early as February 1940. 
It was months, however, before Operation Ultra 
was fully cranked up, during which Hitler scored 
some of his mot stunning successes, such as the 
blitzkrieg through the Lowlands and France in May 
1940. But eventually, the Allied high command was 
reading virtually every message the Germans sent 
out on the air. sometimes ever before they reached 
their intended recipients. 
The intelligence ranged from the tactically 
significant to the strategically crucial, from the 
camouflaged positions of planes on a German air­ 
field. for example, to the extent of German strength 
opposing Allied troops bogged down on the Nor­ 
mandy beaches on D-Day. 
A number of tantalizing questions have been 
posed by the Ultra revelations. But chiefly, since 
the Nazis were in effect fighting with one hand 
behind their back, at least in the latter part of the 
war, why did it take so long to smash them? Or was 
the war shortened by Ultra, and if so, by how 
much? Could it conceivably been lost without 
Ultra? 
The documents now being made available are not 
expected to result in any fundamental rewriting of 
the story of World War II. But the knowledge of 
what the generals and strategists on both sides 
knew, and when they knew it, may shed new light on 
individual operations of the war. 
The papers will reveal, perhaps. Allied bungles 
that should not have taken place, or opportunities 
missed — and will certainly keep scholars well-fed 
with the raw meat of history for years to come.

Wants Baseline shopping center 


Dear Editor: 
I am writing in regard to a topic I 
consider very important to myself 
and the residents of the northeast 
section of Claremont. This is the 
proposed shopping center at the cor­ 
ner of Base Line Road and Mills 
Avenue, and I am very 
much in 
favor of it. First of all, I would like to 
set the record straight by saying that 
I have no economic interest in any 
shopping centers anywhere. 
I feel that since there are no super­ 
markets within any reasonable driv­ 
ing distance of the northeast section 
of Claremont, a new shopping center 
is vitally needed. The intersection of 
Base Line and Mills is right in the 
center of the area unserved by ex­ 
isting shopping centers and, as a 
result, would be, in my opinion, an 
ideal location. Other locations men­ 
tioned as sites, such as farther south 
Foothill, would not adequately 
on 


serve the area, since those of us 
north of Base Line would have an ad­ 
ditional two to three miles of round- 
trip travel, and those residents 
between Base Line and Foothill 
would have no significant change in 
driving distance. Residents south of 
Foothill are probably adequately 
served by existin g shopping 
facilities. 
Concern has been expressed about 
increased traffic past Chaparral 
School on Mills south of Base Line. I 
do not believe that this concern is 
valid, since a shopping center at 
Base Line would stop the traffic 
from north Claremont there, instead 
of it continuing on south on Mills 
toward other shopping facilities. 


In addition, a shopping center at 
Mills and Base Line would contribute 
to the Claremont tax base, since 
many of the residents in the area 


currently travel to Upland at 16th 
and Mountain for much of their shop­ 
ping. 
Finally, I do not believe that the 
residents of northeast Claremont are 
opposed to a shopping center as some 
have claimed. In fact, several of 
those opposed to the shopping center 
are not from the northeast section of 
Claremont themselves, and as such 
do not represent the views of the 
citizens of the area involved. My con­ 
versations with my neighbors in­ 
dicate that most would welcome a 
well-designed, aesthetically pleasing 
shopping center within an easy can- 
mute. I therefore urge the Clare­ 
mont City Council to approve of the 
rezoning of 6.14 acres to allow con­ 
struction of the proposed shopping 
center.

Koreans not only big spenders 


There should be a warning to coaches and gym 
teachers in the injury suffered recently by U-year- 
old David Paterno in State College. Pa. 
David, the son of Penn State football coach Joe 
Paterno, was seriously hurt when he fell off a tram­ 
poline in an elementary school and struck his head 
on the floor. 
This was not the first such accident. Nor will it be 
the last The American Academy of Pediatrics, in 
fact, has recommended that the trampoline — 
which is a kind of canvas springboard — be banned 
from gym classes and from use in competitive 
sports 
Studies by doctors have identified numerous 
cases of temporary or permanent paralysis caused 
by trampoline accidents — many of which occur on 
the trampoline itself rather than as a result of fall­ 
ing to the floor 
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WASHINGTON - The Koreans 
aren't the only foreign agents who 
have been handing out cash on 
Capitol Hill. A swarm of foreign 
agents, both registered and un­ 
registered. have been promoting 
th eir n a tio n a l in te r e s ts in 
Washington. 
Their major effort has been aimed 
naturally enough at Congress, with 
its tight hold on the federal purse. An 
unsettling number of congressmen, 
over the years, have been responsive 
to overtures and payments from 
foreign agents. 
The Koreans are pikers, f a exam­ 
ple, compared to the Chinese 
Nationalists The late Chiang Kai- 
shek channeled money into the right 
congressional 
pockets 
through 
friendly American businessmen who 
passed out campaign contributions 
and through relatives who carried 
huge rolls of $100 bills and peeled 
them off to those who preferred that 
sa t of gross transaction. 
In contrast to the petty Korean 
pavoffs. witnesses told us of a tryst 
in a New England field where 
Chiang'sem issaries 
delivered 
$500,000 in cash to a late senator. 
The Chinese Nationalists also 
wanted far more out of the United 
States than the military shipments 
the South Koreans have sought. The 
hidden aims of the Nationalists were 
revealed in a collection of secret 
cables, which we obtained through a 
Chinese code clerk two decades ago. 
Chiang Kai-shek wanted no less 
than to embroil the United States in a 
third world war so he could ride back 
to power in the rumble seat of an 
American victory He recognized it 
would be difficult to sell the 
American people upon attacking the 
Chinese mainland Declared a Dec. 
5, 1648, cable: “Our hope of a wald 


war so as to rehabilitate air country 
is unpalatable to the (American) 
people.” 
The outbreak of war in Korea 
brought new hope to the Chinese. A 
cable dated July 14. 1950, just three 
weeks after the Kaean invasion, 
proposed: 
"Whether the Chinese 
Communists send troops to Korea or 
not is of secondary importance, but 
the war in South Korea will be ex­ 
tended in any case. We must be 
patient at this time. Whether or not 
the war will extend to other places in 
Europe and Asia, we should make lit­ 
tle comment and wait for the 
development of the situation.” ' 
The secret cables also made it 
clear who was blocking Natioialist 
aims in Washington. “In the past 
years, we have been very patient 
with General < George > Marshall, but 
he has never changed his attitude 
toward us,” reported an August 24. 
1949 cable. "But in order to avoid 
direct break with the American ad­ 
ministration. it is better for us not to 
attack him personally.” 


It was left f a the late Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy to carry the attack to 
Marshall personally, which he did in 
a 60.000-word Senate speech on June 
15. 1961. For two hours. McCarthy 
droned on. weaving a false fantastic 
tale of complicity between Marshall 
and the communists. There was 
evidence, coincidentally, that Mc­ 
Carthy's campaign against com­ 
munists was heavily financed by 
Huang's China lobby. 


Next to Chiang. probably the 
champion foreign influence-seeker 
was Rafael Trujillo, the vainglorious 
Domincan Republic dictata, who 
spent a fortune trying to convince 
Americans he deserved the title he 
gave himself — the Benefactor. 


Not even his millions could make a 
lovable lamb out of this wolf. But 
before he was assassinated in 1961, 
Trujillo gave employment to a lot of 
needy Americans and paid fat law 
fees to many others. Those who 
showed up on his payroll included ex- 
Rep. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Jr.. the 
late president's son. who collected a 
$60,000 fee f a a year’s work as 
special counsel to the Dominican 
Republic. Several members of 
Congress were wined, dined and 
retained by Trujillo. 
Some foreign agents have had the 
audacity even to contribute directly 
to the campaign of U.S. presidential 
candidates. A $10,000 kick-in for the 
late John F. Kennedy's presidential 
drive was traced to the Somoza fami­ 
ly, which operates Nicaragua like a 
private estate. Their registered 
agent in Washington was the donor 
for the record. A Washington 
political operator told us he had also 
delivered cash from the Somozas to 
Kennedy’s rival, Richard Nixon, 
although we were never able to con­ 
firm the stay from other sources. 
The State Department tends to 
protect at least the registered 
foreign agents, presumably to 
safeguard U S privileges in other 
countries. In fact, State intervened 
with the Justice Department last 
year to stop the prosecution of an 
Egyptian who had violated the 
registration act. 


The untold stay involves Amin 
Hiimy II. who headed the Arab Infa- 
mation Center. The center 
registered with the Justice Depart­ 
ment but failed to register 
propaganda ads as the law also 
requires. Then the center refused to 
let Justice investigators examine its 
books.

Welfare and 
property taxes

Tipping his mitt at a recent meeting of the county 
supervisors, state Finance Director Roy Bell in­ 
dicated the state is moving towards acceptance of a 
greater share of responsibility for welfare pay­ 
ments. The idea is part of Gov. Jerry Brown’s solu­ 
tion to the property tax problem currently bogged 
down in the Legislature. 
Although presently financed with a combination 
of federal, state and local funds, the amounts of 
welfare payments are largely dictated by federal 
and state laws. And because welfare programs are 
mandated upon local government, it is logical that 
the costs should be borne by those calling the tune. 
As a practical matter, whether the administra­ 
tion now moves to assume its obligation or not it 
seems only a question of time until it is compelled. 
For there is little difference in the application of 
the constitutional equal protection clause between 
the existing welfare financing system and the 
system of public school financing which brought 
about the Serrano decision. In that, simply stated, 
the court held that children were entitled to the 
same dollar quality of education statewide. The 
dollar measurement of quality is much more 
pronounced in welfare matters than in education. 
Aside from that, many have long contended that 
property taxes should be levied only to pay for those 
governmental services which are property-related. 
Welfare does not qualify in that category. 
And it is just one of a number of programs which, 
although being obligations of the state, have 
traditionally been paid in part by local governments 
and thus added to the overtaxing of property for 
non-property-related services. 
Assemblyman Ken Maddy already has struck at 
one of these, proposing a complete takeover by the 
state of court financing. Under the present prac­ 
tice, the state pays only for the appellate divisions, 
leaving the trial courts to be partially funded by 
local governments despite the fact all are a part of 
the state’s judicial system. 
Another area in which the state is escaping its 
responsibilities is in higher education. While the 
costs of some 450,000 students at the University of 
California and in the state colleges are funded by 
the state without local government contributions, 
over half of the costs of more than IV4 million stu­ 
dents enrolled in the two-year colleges remain on 
the backs of the property owners. 
That burden has been rising rapidly, nearly doubl­ 
ing in six years, and, at over $600 million, now 
represents nearly as great an amount on the tax 
roils as does welfare. 
* Considering the state has always paid for its 
colleges and university, it is difficult to fathom the 
reason the community colleges, once known as 
junior colleges, have been allowed to develop as 
local government operations. However it happened, 
it is contrary to the practice of most other states, 
which fully finance all public colleges. 
The transferring of ail welfare costs to the state 
therefore would be a giant step in the right direc­ 
tion for property tax relief which snouid be 
augmented by the assumption of the other 
programs now partially carried by local govern­ 
ment but rightfully the responsibilities of the state 
government. 
Such a shift, however, would all be for naught un­ 
less the governor can also achieve his plan of im­ 
posing strict limitations on the revenue-raising 
powers of local government.

Ephemeral notes on ephemera 
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DEAR DR MILLER. My gorgeous little poodle Fifi, 
has developed a devastating condition. She is losing large 
patches of hair from her ear flaps. This has been going on 
for months and her poor ears are practically bald. The 
condition has never bothered her physically but, of 
course, she can’t stand to look at herself in the mirror 
any more. I feel badly for her too and I’ve had to fashion a 
headpiece for her to hide this embarrassing condition in 
public. Is there any hope for Fifi? Will she ever have hair 
on her ears again? — L.M. 
DEAR L.M.: She might. There is a typeof alopecia 
(hair loss) peculiar to small adult poodles. The origin of 
this condition is unknown but most of these cases will 
regrow hair spontaneously within a few months. There 
are other possible causes with a less favorable prognosis, 
particularly when there is no treatment. Your dog s doc­ 
tor’s dermatological diagnosis can help determine the 
probable outcome and which medication (if any) is in­ 
dicated. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: The new hospital I am going to 
wants me to vaccinate my cats for this rhinotraecheitis 
virus. Is it really worthwhile to give this vaccine to cats? 
I never even heard of it before. Is this rhinotraecheitis 
virus such a big deal in cats, anyway? — N.B. 
DEAR N.B.: Feline viral rhinotraecheitis (FVR) is in­ 
deed a “big deal” in cats. It is highly contageous 
Recovered animals may carry the virus and later tran­ 
smit it to others and, finally, cats affected by FVR may 
not recover at all — may die. There are differences in opi­ 
nion within the veterinary profession regarding the use 
and value of the available FVR vaccines. In my opinion, 
the vaccine is indeed worthwhile. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: I just have a small, homemade, 
fish tank. Is it really necessary to spend the money on one 
of those thermostat heaters? All I plan to keep in the tank 
are guppies. — J.B. 
DEAR J.B .: Fish, including the reasonably hardy, stan­ 
dard strains of guppies, have optimum temperature 
requirements. That range is within a very few degrees^ 
Allowing temperatures to fluctuate above or below that 
range stresses the fish, making them susceptible to a 
wide variety of diseases. A reliable heater thermostat is 
an essential investment for any tropical fish tank. The 
smaller the tank, the more necessary it becomes, since 
temperature fluctuations in a small tank are wider and 
occur more rapidly.

If 
you want to limit sarated fat and 
use polyunsaturatedfat, don’t de­ 
pend on a food labeihat just says 
vegetable fat — it i often coconut 
oil, saturated fat. 
The other point p€>le have trou­ 
ble with is understating that the fat 
in food is made uph several dif­ 
ferent types of fat. fcrt of the fat is 
saturated, part miounsaturated 
and some polyunsatrated fat The 
ratio is important lfou want to eat 
food that contains ft that is low in 
saturated fat and ratively high in 
polyunsaturated fat, ©u will choose 
fish, or not quite scgood, poultry 
The red meats tendto contain fat 


that is relatively low in polyun­ 
saturated fat. 
The number of letters about pea­ 
nut butter also attests to its place as 
an American favorite. Half the 
weight of peanut butter is FAT and 
about 20 percent of that fat is 
saturated fat. You would be better 
off to choose breast of chicken and 
eat chicken sandwiches if you want 
to limit your fat consumption.

CAIRO, fcgypt (AP) - 
New wealth from oil, the 
erosion of tradition and the 
in flu e n c e of W e ste rn 
m o v ie s and te le v isio n 
program s have brought an 
upsurge of crim e in the 
Arab world, Arab League 
crim inologists say. 
They add that an accom ­ 
panying trend is a sharp in­ 
crease in the illegal grow­ 
ing an d sm u g g lin g of 
hashish. 
All of this, they point out, 
in the face of strict Islam ic 
law’s, which provide for 
such punishm ent as 100 
la s h e s in p u b lic fo r 
adultery 
and 
crucifixion 
for a highway robbery. Up 
to now, they say. Islam ic 
law has kept the crim e rate 
low in the Arab world. 
But the picture is chang­ 
ing, a c c o rd in g to th e 
crim inologists in the Cairo- 
based Arab League Bureau 
for Crim e Prevention — a 
w a tc h d o g 
body 
w hich 
m onitors crim e in the 21 
Arab League nations. 
D r. Abdel W ahab al- 
A ishm aw i, an E gyptian 
who heads the bureau, 
says, 
“ Som etim es while 
reading the reports you can 
alm ost see a replay of a 
m o v ie you re m e m b e r. 
Television, which is in­ 
c re a s in g ly p o p u la r, is 
bringing m odem life-sty ies 
to a region that has so far 
lived in the middle ages. ’ 
Am erican serials such as 
McMillan and Wife, Kojak, 
Six Million Dollar Man and 
P o l i c e 
W o m a n 
a r e 
screened in m any Arab 
countries. 
"S tu d ies indicate that 
te le v is io n te a c h e s th e 
young that violence often

aggressive behavior, 
said 
a recent com m ent in the 
Egyptian English-language 
Gazette. 
A i s h m a w i 
a n d o t h e r 
crim inologists agree that 
social and economic fac­ 
tors also account few the 
crim e upsurge. 
“ Im agine a bit what 
would happen to an Eskim o 
if suddenly a boom ing 
economy and im ages of an 
exotic Parisian life were 
brought to h im .” Aish­ 
mawi said. “ He is bound to 
pass through a period of 
im balance." 
In the conservative oil- 
rich countries, there are no 
restrictions on 
privately 
im porting movies, books, 
or television casettes. 


“ So it has becom e a 
fashion for young men in 
Kuwait, for instance, to 
w a t c h 
p o r n o g r a p h i c 
m ovies a t hom e. P sy ­ 


chologically they are not 
prepared for such scenes

The Arab League study 
found that Kuwait had the 
highest rate of sex crim es 
am ong conservative Arab 
countries. There w ere 320 
cases of prositution and 
rape in 1972 but these in­ 
creased by an average of 49 
per cent over the following 
four years. 
T h e t r e n d w a s up 
else w h e re too. A lgeria 
reported an increase of 54 
per cent in the last four 
vears over 2,190 such cases 
in 1972; Tunisia 191 per 
cent up from 2,180; Libya 
83 per cent over 1,030, and 
Sudan 123 per cent up from 
865 c a se s in th e sam e 
period. Only E gypt and 
Saudi Arabia reported de­ 
creases of 33 per cent and 5 
per cent respectively. 
The study showed that 
the new wave of crim e also 
is closely linked to social 
development. For exam ­ 
ple, it noted that an in­ 
creasing num ber of women 
are involved in petty thefts 
and shoplifting. It gave no 
figures but explained that 
in the past women stayed 
home, w hereas now more 
and m ore of them have 
taken jobs. 


Thefts have increased in 
m ost Arab countries, said 
the report, even in oil-rich 
ones, such as the United 
Arab E m irates w here all 
form s of theft shot up by an 
average 115 per cent in the 
four years after 1972, when 
there w ere 1,230 cases. The 
em irates, a group of seven 
sheikdoms, have a total 


population of about 700,000 
persons. 
“ When talking of oil-rich 
countries, one im agines 
that all the people there 
are wealthy, but that is not 
s o . ” s a i d a 
W e s t e r n 
businessman. “ There is a 
large class disparity in 
those regions. 
“ A trib al leader who 
once behaved humbly now 
flaunts his money because 
that has become a status 
sy m b o l in a boom ing 
economy. Before oil prices 
quadrupled, following the 
1973 oil em bargo, the Saudi 
Arabian economy was dor­ 
m ant and life w as dif­ 
ferent. The tribal leader 
alw ays dissim ulated his 
wealth and lived like the 
poorest of his subjects. The 
change is also evident in 
Kuwait and other Gulf 
countries.” he said 
Increased crim e in the 
Arab world “ is caused by 
the race towards m oder­ 
nization afte r years of 
d ark n ess.” said the re­ 
port. “ It has loosened pre­ 
viously tight family ties 
and given way to corrup­ 
tion and perversion.... it 
has thrown, especially the 
younger generation, into 
the arm s of crim e.’’ 


“ Migration from villages 
to the city, poverty, il­ 
literacy plus the cultural 
turm oil and struggle that 
has resulted from the con­ 
tinual changes are inter­ 
mingling to give the pre­ 
sent picture,” the report 
said.

U.S. experts

“ It therefore seem s pos­ 
sible that hashish smuggl­ 
ing from Lebanon m ay 
have paid for the im port of 
firem arm s th ere during 
the recent 19-month civil 
w ar and this helped extend 
the conflict,” Davis said. 
A separate study by the 
Arab League bureau shows 
t h a t M o r o c c o is now 
catching up with Lebanon, 
the traditional harshish ex­ 
porter to the Middle E ast 
and Europe. G rowers in 
Lebanon say they have a 
m onster crop of 
100,000 
tons this year, and the 
r e p o r t s a i d M o r o c c o 
produced 250 tons in 1976 
and output is rising.

Joyce Brothers 
Grandmother to aid 
DEAR DR. JOYCE 
BROTHERS: I'm a grand­ 
mother of two beautiful 
girls, 6 and 8. Their parents 
seem to be having marital 
problems. 
Unfortunately, 
neither confides in me so I 
don’t know the cause. What 
disturbs me terribly is that 
I feel the girls are suffer­ 
ing. They’ve been left 
home alone at times and I 
feel thev’re much too 
young. I ’ve seen bad 
bruises and they tell me 
th a t 
t h e y ’ve 
been 
“pushed” or “spanked” by 
my son or his wife or both. 
1 believe this usually hap­ 
pens when their parents 
have been drinking. One of 
their neighbors, an old and 
close friend of mine, tells 
me of fights they 
have, 
mostly on weekends. If I 
interfere* by reporting to 
the police or some other 
agency, my son and his 
wife would never see me 
and I ’d never see my 
grandchildren. What can I 
do? — TO. 
DEAR T O.: You'te in a 
very difficult position. It’s 
important for you to see 
your grandchildren and to 
keep the lines of com­ 
munication open with the 
parents. On the other hand, 
if you feel the children are 
in danger, if your friend 
reports to you that she 
feels they are, you may 
have to take some action 
You might eliminate a 
lot of the stress by offering 
to take the girls with you 
on weekends. You could 


make it seem unrelated to 
any problems of the 
parents. Just say you feel 
it would be a special 
privilege for you and the 
girls if you could have 
them come to you on Fri­ 
day afternoons and return 
home on Sundays. If this is 
when most of the drinking 
occurs, it might be helpful. 
If you ever have the op­ 
portunity, try to encourage 
your son and his wife to get 
professional help. You 
might also go to a center in 
your community for advice 
on this whole problem. 
They might be able to in­ 
tercede without your son 
and his wife ever knowing 
you had anything to do with 
it. 
DEAR DR. JOYCE 
BROTHERS: My teen-age 
daughter seems to think 
it’s perfectly all right for 
her to carry on with boys 
and have sex. She’s im­ 
mature and I’m terrified 
she’ll get herself pregnant. 
I sometimes think she 
wants to do just that. I’m 
not close to her and I con­ 
fess I don’t know how to 
handle her. I tried to teach 
her that sex is wrong un­ 
less you’re married but she 
just thinks I’m crazy. We 
have nothing in common 
and I don’t know what to 
do - C K 
DEAR C.K.: If there's a 
psychologist in her school, 
you might ask her or him 
for help. Since you don’t 
have a close relationship 
with your daughter, it’s es-

32, admit­ 
ted Saturday a fte r his 
ninth-round knockout vic­ 
tory over Lorenzo Zanon of 
Italy that his performance 
was “ terrible.” 
“ Oh, I was terrible — 2Mt 
years was a long tim e,” 
Quarry said as he took a 
long swig from a cold bot­ 
tle of beer after the fight. 
Zanon made Quarry look 
very bad. A ,check with 
judges and w riters at 
ringside gave Zanon all of 
the first seven rounds, but 
Quarry managed to win a 
majority of the cards in the 
eighth round. 
But knowing he needed a 
k n o c k o u t 
v i c t o r y 
to 
salvage his future in the 
ring. Quarry bullied the 
Italian, putting him to the 
canvas three times in the 
n i n t h 
r o u n d , 
u s i n g 
haymaker rights and a few 
short lefts. 
“ I couldn't do a damn 
thing,” Quarry said. “ I left 
it in the gym two years 
ago. 
"This is the toughest 
fight in the world coming 
off a 2‘/a-year layoff.” 
The victory ran Quarry’s 
12-vear professional record 
to 51-84 and gave him his 
30th knockout. It was the 
first time Quarry had ever 
knocked out an opponent in 
the ninth round. The bout 
had been scheduled for 10. 
“ I’ve got to fight my way 
back into shape and that’s 
a start,” said Quarry, who 
will probably next fight in 
December. 
But even Quarry said he 
w a s 
h a v i n g 
s e c o n d 
thoughts about a comeback 
midway through the bout 
when nothing was going 
right, and shortly after 
Zanon had buckled his 
knees with a short left. 
Quarry said he asked his 
corner man: “ Do you think 
I was right doing this?” 
But even after the dis­ 
appointing showing Quarry 
said he felt good and is 
looking forward to more 
fights.

who was the “ White Hope” 
of the 1960s.

for the 14th round, Mu­ 
hammad All shouted from 
his ringside seat: “ I ’m 
tired of fighting Norton. 
Win, Jim m y!” 
But this time boxing’s 
leading mover and shaker 
didn't get his way. Instead,

P ro m o te r Don King 
hopes Ali will find $8 
million proper enough, for 
that is what he has offered 
the champ to meet Nor­ 
ton. Biron said he has 
given King 30 days to make 
the fight, and King said 
Ali’s m anager. H erbert 
Muhammad, and his at­ 
torney.

Young didn’t hurt his No. 
2 ranking with the loss. In 
fact, many ringsiders 
thought he won. 
Young admitted he didn’t 
throw enough punches, 
something he would cor­ 
rect in a rematch, he said. 
Another change he would 
like would be “ officials 
who would give me the 
decision.’’ 
The two judges who 
voted for Norton, Jimmy 
Rondeau of Seattle and 
Raymond B aldeyrou of 
France, had Norton com­ 
fortably in front but called 
a total of 11 rounds even. 
Art Lurie of Las Vegas, 
who favored Young, saw 
only one round as being 
even. 
The point totals, under 
the 18-point must system, 
were 147-143 by Rondeau 
and Baldeyrou and 144-142 
by Lurie. The Associated 
Press favored Norton 143- 
142 


Norton stuck to his fight 
plan, which was to pres­ 
sure Young and to work to 
the body. Equally impor­ 
tant for Norton was that he 
did not become frustrated 
by the elusive Young s 
moving and clutching tac­ 
tics. 
Young said N orton’s 
body punches didn’t hurt 
him 
B ut t h e r e ’s no 
doubting they were impor­ 


tant point-gainers for 
N orton. 
Baldeyrou scored the 
sixth round 10-8 for Norton, 
making it the only two- 
point round of the fight, in 
which neither fighter was 
ever close to going down. 


Norton, 215V$, of Los 
Angeles, won for the 40th 
time against four losses. 
Young, 213, of Philadel­ 
phia, now has a 24-6-2 
mark. 
A crowd of about 4,500, 
which was studded with 


stars of boxing and show 
business, and a national 
t e l e v i s i o n 
a u d i e n c e , 
w a t c h e d the fight at 
Caesars Palace for which 
Norton was paid $1.75 
million and Young $1 
million.

Trainer's dream: 
A healthy team 


SEATTLE (AP) - It’s a dream of 
his, but Bruce Scott is convinced, 
after five seasons as a professional 
football trainer, it’s a lost cause. 
“I’ve already resigned myself that 
it just won’t ever be,” said Scott, the 
Seattle Seahawks’ head trainer. 
“To start the first league game 
with everybody 100 percent; to have 
43 completely healthy players on the 
field, it’s impossible. 
“ Sombody alw ays will have 
something wrong. Somebody will be 
playing with some pain.” 
Not that Scott and Jim Whitesel, 
Seattle’s assistant trainer, don’t do 
everything thing they can, short of 
d o n n in g h e lm e ts and p ad s 
themselves, to ensure that Coach 
Jack Patera has enough players to go 
around on Sunday afternoons. 
By its very nature — because pro 
football is a game of bonecrunching, 
high-speed collisions — players are 
bound to get hurt, some seriously. 
“ And sometimes, whether you 
want to admit it or not,” says Scott, 
31, “it just boils down to time” to get 
the players healthy again. 
“ It’s not uncommon for some 
teams toward the end of the season 
to line up with, say, only 38 
ballplayers,” said Scott, in his se­ 
cond season as Seattle’s trainer after 
four seasons as assistant trainer for 
the Detroit Lions. 
“Once in Detroit, for the last game 
of the season, we had only two 
backs,” he said.
